“My answer is that I wish I

-~—it would still be paying off.” 
Symbolic of Gateway Role 
The arch, a span of stainless 

steel 590 feet high, would sym- 
bolize the role of St. Louis 
a gateway to the West. This 
feature of the Saarinen design 
for the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial has evoked 
opposition in. some quarters 
and when Congress in 1954 
authorized a federal contrébu- 
tion of $5,000,000 ior the pro}- 
ect, it specified that none of 
the federal funds may be used 
for the arch. 

In his argument against the 
utilitarian approach, Nage! 
made a pointed reference to 
the Veterans’ Memorial Bridge 
built. by the City of East St 
Louis five years ago 

“You used to be able to look 


as 


at Eads Bridge and be sure ol 
seeing an inspiring piece of 
engineering,” he said. “Now 
what do you see”? A very pe- 
destrian piece of engineering 
peering above the bridge. . The 
new span looks as if it were’ 


built upside down, and is just 
a utilitarian bridge 

“That's the kind of thing you 
have to be on guard against in 
the memorial.” 

‘Baseball Can Pay Way.’ 

Referring to the suggestion 
{hat a sports stadium be incor- 
porated into the memorial, 
Nagel said: “When people begin 
to talk about putting baseball 


fields on the riverfront, it 
should be regarded with sus- 
picion. I like baseball myself, 
but I am convinced that base- 
ball is quite able to pay its own 
way and build its own S&ta- 
diums.” 

Saarinen. whose design Was 


adjudged the best in a national 
competition held in 1948, cre- 
ated a scheme which met every 
need—functional, symbolic his- 
torical and monumental, Nagel 
continued, declaring 

“Do not compromise with ex- 
cellence. We have been shown 


the best. Be sure we realize 
. 

Nacel was one of seven 
judges who studied more than 
150 entries submitted in the 
memorial competition. The de 
cision awarding Saarinen the 
grand prize of $40,000 wa 


unanimous. 

The history of the riveriront 
project was reviewed by Luther 
Ely Smith Jr., assistant secre- 
tary of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Associa- 
tion. and Julian C. Spotts, su- 
perintendent of the memorial.

Plan by Fathers to Serve Beer 
At School Prom Brews Storm

-A tempest in a beer bar- 

raged among Chappaqua’s 
parents today over plans for 
the fathers to serve alcoholic 
beverages to high school grad- 
uates at their prom. 

A decision to arrange for 
“eontrolled” drinking super- 
vised by fathers, brought many 
complaints as well as charges 
that there is entirely too much 
drinking among adults in this 
Westchester county suburb of 
New York City. 

This town of 5000—including 
a colony of editors, writers, 
artists. brokers and business 
executives—was so split over 
the matter that the minister of 
the largest church said he 
would preach on the subject to- 
morrow. 

The storm has been brewing 
ever since members of the Hor- 
ace Greely High School gradu- 
ating class sat down with a 
group of parents and discussed 
the matter of drinking. Some 
of the youngsters felt that they 
should be allowed to drink in 
the open, instead of hiding out 


between dances. 
there would be less chance of 
their over-indulging if they 
could have cocktails or spiked 
punch at their class party. 

Most of the fathers agreed 
Among them was G. Norman 
Scott, a New York broker and 
father of Arden Scott, senior 
class president. Scott and oth- 
er fathers decided to provide 
drinks stronger than dancing 
school punch and _ supervise 
their consumption at the party 
following the graduation exer- 
cises June 25. 

The plans brought cries of 
alarm from some parents and 
from the Rev. Kenneth E. Nye, 
pastor of First Congregational 
Church. The school board voted 
not to have anything to do with 
such a party and ordered teach- 
ers to stay away from it. The

DEFENSE CHIE

Silence in the 

Pentagon 
The inter-service row broke 
into the open when Army 


spokesmen made available docu- 
ments attacking the Air Force 
concept of all-out nuclear war. 

News stories indicating a dis- 
pute as bitter as that which 
raged over “unification” of the 
services greeted Wilson as he 
was taking off on a weekend 
trip. He called it a “most un- 
fortunate business” and added 
that while he had encouraged 
the service chiefs to have dif- 
fering viewpoints, “they don't 
have to practice psychological 
Wariare on each other.” 

Wilson said he would “try to 
keep my temperature down” as 
he looked into the situation. 
He expressed displeasure at the 
mention in published reports of 
documents apparently supplied 
to support views of individual! 
military services. 

Trial by Propaganda. 
The military departments. he 


said, “don't have to try their 
differences in public and in 
the pres§ on a propaganda 
basis.” 

“Trouble is the price of 
progress, he said, “but this {s 
more trouble than we should 
have.” 


The fact is that for many 
months under a Wilson order 
the speeches and articles of 
men of the three services have 
been subject to the most rigid 
clearance to make sure their 
differences did not reach pub- 
lic attention 

It is difficult to believe the 
Secretary of Defense has not 
been aware of the fierce inter- 
service rivalry that has taken in 
recent months so much of the 
time and. attention of top men 
in the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 

As one of the three chiefs 
of staff put it to this reporter 
yesterday 

“If only we really had one 
service, then we wouldn't be 
spending so much of our time 
planning and plotting against 
each other. The only answer is 
one uniform, but it doesn't look 
as though we were going to get 
it.” 

‘Leaked’ By Army. 

The long suppressed rivalry 
between Army, Navy and Air 
Force each to keep its own 
share of the defense dollar 
“leaked” out with the Army in- 
spiring news dispatches to ef- 
fect that the Air Force wants 
complete domination of the 
military establishment with a 
concept of total destruction by 
atomic and hydrogen bombs. 

Air Force advocates replied 
by pointing to the National Se- 
curity Council finding that mas- 
sive retaliation through the 
Strategic Air Command is the 
chief deterrent to war and 
America’s principal defense 
shield. 

Top men in the Air Force are 
convinced that the continuing 
inter-service rivalry, arbitrated 
by Secretary Wilson by the 
process of chopping off a little 
here and a little there, will 
seriously reduce the value of 
this shield. 

Fantastic New Weapons. 

But the fundamental cause 
of the present service rivalry 
goes deeper than mere service 
jealousy. It lies in the failure 
to revise America’s basic stra- 
tegic concepts in accord with 
the realities of the nuclear age. 
This means that new weapons 
and new tasks are piled on top 
of the traditional defense 
structure. As a consequence 
while 37 billion dollars sounds 
like a tremendous sum of 
money for defense, it must cov- 
er all the old functions end 
then be stretched to pay for 
the fantastic new nuclear and 
missile weapons. The failure 
to face strategic realities has a 
paralyzing effect not only on 
defense but on foreign policy. 

Immediately at issue is the 
Air Force budget for next year, 
now being hammered out. It is 
currently contemplated that 
$20,000,000 ,000 to $25,000,000,000 
will be requested for the air 
arm alone. If a ceiling of ap- 
proximately $37,000,000,000 is 
imposed, this would mean sharp 
reductions for the Navy and 


the Army.

The switch, if carried through 
as now indicated, will mean a 
reduction in the military forces 


of some Allied countries, par- 
ticularly on the frontiers of the 
free world in Asia 

Officials say their thinking 


tentatively indicates such reduc- 
tions would be justified on two 
grounds 
First. the real security of 
all free world countries in 
the atomic age rests mostly 
the protection of the 
United States nuclear strik-, 
ing’ powe! 
Second. the dangers of even 
nall wars have been dimin- 
ished by Russia's new policy 
of presenting a more friend- 
ly face to the non-Communist 
world 
Cost Is Principal Factor. 
The impulse behind the new 
look at foreign aid policy lies 
large part, however, in the 
field of cost. There is evidence 
that Congress and the country 
are becoming increasingly re- 
luctant te vote the funds neces- 
sary to do the job the Admini- 
<tration thinks necessary. The 
nrocram now before Congress 
had a rough time this week at 
the hands of the House For- 
eigen Affairs committee and the 
Administration is being com- 
nelled to retreat from some of 
its positions 
For example, President 
Fisenhower and Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles have 
laid heavy emphasis on a need 
for new authority this year to 
commit the United States to 
long term foreign aid spending 
on specific projects. The House 
committee knocked out that 
provision and substituted a gen- 
eral statement of intent to car- 
rv on foreign aid which gives 
no real new power to the Pres- 
ident. The Administration had 
decided, this reporter was in- 
formed, not to make a further 
fight for the long-range provi- 
sion in the House.

piy defined. Mr. Eisenhower 
has stated that foreign aid 
spending should continue at 


about the same level—between 
four and five billion dollars— 
for a good many years. At the 
same time his principal advis- 
ers on cold war strategy are 
generally agreed that the Unit- 
ed States must spend consid- 
erably more in the next few 
years than it has in the last six 
on economic assistance, espe- 
cially to Asian countries 
Military Only Place to Cut. 
The only place from which 
new economic funds can come, 
in the light of the President's 
fixed policies, is the military 
aid appropriations.

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SECURITY VIEWS RUSSIAN PLAES 


Troop Carriers Sighted

If any part of 
the predicted wind would carry 
the fallout south of an east- 
west line through Eniwetok, 
the test cannot be made. 

Before the last two failures 
to fire, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day mornings, the predictions 
had been favorable, although at 
the last minute it was possible 
that clouds would obscure the 
target from the bomber. But 
on each occasion the low alti- 
tude winds shifted toward the 
south shortly hefore firing 
time. This would have caused 
fallout on Bikini and inhabited 
islands to the south and no 
chances are being taken 

It easily woud he possible 
to make the proving ground 
unusable for a long period if 
the winds were wrong. It is 
estimated that the fallout pat- 
tern of the Castle shot in 1954 
would have made it necessary 
to evacuate 25,000 square miles 
temporarily and that after four 
months an area of 2500 square 
miles would have remained so 
hot as to be not habitable.

As signed by the President, 
the compromise appropriations,

propriates $852,000,000 for var-

It is a foregone conclusion 
with most party leaders that 
the state convention will in- 
struct the Missouri delegation 
to vote as a unit at Chicago in 


support of Senator Stuart Sy- 
mington for the Democratic 
nomination for President. 

But there is considerable 
doubt about the way the con- 
vention will first unravel the 
delegate-selection snarl, so as 
to have a _ legally-constituted 
delegation to cast Missouri's 38 
national convention votes for 
“favorite son” Symington. 

The trouble started last March 
when the Democratic State 
Committee proposed that four 
of the top state party leaders 
be named as delegates-at-large 
with a full vote each in the na- 
tional convention, and that all 
other delegates should have 
only one-half vote each. 

Those designated for special 
recognition were former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman, Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. and 
Senator Symington. 

Truman Not Delegate. 

The first complication came 
when the former President de- 
cided, after some confusion 
about his personal wishes, that 
he did not want to be a Mis- 
souri delegate, preferring to 
have a free hand at the Chicago 
convention. 

Since then, party leaders re- 
ported, Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
also has indicated he does not 
want to be a delegate. With 
both Truman and Donnelly 
dropping out, the state con- 
vention must decide whether to 
replace them with two dele- 
gates having a full vote each or 
with four delegates with one- 
half vote each. 

It also has been proposed that 
all delegates, including Hen- 
nings and Symington, be allott- 
ed only one-half vote. If this 
is done, six additional at-large 
delegates will have to be 
named. 

Another major problem has 
arisen because the Democratic 
State Committee failed to fol- 
low the national committee's in- 
structions governing the selec- 
tion of national convention del- 
egates and alternates. 

16 Votes At Large. 

Missouri was allotted 38 votes 
in the Chicago convention. The 
State was given two votes for 
each of the 11 congressional 
districts, a total of 22, and 16 
additional votes-at-large. 
The national convention ruled 
that each state could have 
twice as many delegates as it 
has votes in the national con- 
vention; that it could not have 
one alternate for each delegate- 
at-large, but only one alternate 
for each vote allotted on the 
basis of the congressional dis- 
tricts

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP) W 


~Senators Charles E. Potter 
(Rep.), Michigan, and John O 
Pastore (Dem.), Rhode Island, 
announced yesterday they in- 
tend to drop the controversial 
proposal to exempt from the 
Holding Company Act combina- 
tioms of public utilities formed 
to develop power ‘projects too 
large for any single one. 

Potter, sponsor of the electric 
energy development Dill, and 
Pastore, co-sponsor and chair- 
man of the Senate Commerce 
subcommittee which is holding 
hearings on the bill, told wit- 
nesses of their plans. 

The legislation proposes also 
to exempt from the Holding 
Company Act combinations of 
public utilities formed for 
atomic power projects. 

The two Senators said they 
intended to rewrite that section 
so that it would grant exemp- 
tions to public utility and indus- 
trial concerns only during the 
research and development stage 
of the operations. 

Pastore first made the an- 
nouncement during testimony 
by Andrew J. Biemiller, legisla- 
tive representative of the AFL- 
CIO. Biemiller opposed the bill 
as introduced. 

Difference in Sections. 

Pastore told Biemiller he had 
decided that the section which 
would permit combinations of 
utility companies formed to 
build big water power or steam 
power generating plants “does 
not spell out the same spirit” as 
the section aimed ‘at getting 
the atomic power program off 
the ground.” 

“Under the nuclear program,” 
he continued, “there probably 
would be no return of profits 
within 10 or 15 years.” 

At earlier sessions the com- 
mittee was told by witnesses 
that Pacific Northwest Power 
formed by four Pacific 
Northwest utilities to build a 
big hvdroelectric development, 
probably could not go ahead on 
the present basis unless the 
proposed legislation was passed 

Senator Warren Magnuson 
(Dem.), Washington, brought out 
at yesterday's hearing that the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission had said that so far as 
it knew the primary immediate 
effect of the bill would be to 
exempt the four companies from 
the Holding Company Act.

Harry A. Poth Jr., Washing- 
ton lawyer appearing for Min- 
nesota Power & Light Co. in 
behalf of the section which the 
Senators said they were drop- 
ping, told Pastore “I feel like 
the lawyer who is appearing to 
argue a case and finds he is 
rather in the position of seeking 
a retrial.”

I've been asked whether the 
average Frenchman is upset by 
the recurrent crises in govern- 
ment today: from my observa- 
tions I wouldn't say the French- 
men on the streets seemed to 
care about the troubles. of gov- 
ernment 

No: the French people of 
1918 were not the gay people 

-they appear to be today. When 
Z returned to Paris in March 

~1919, to collect the regimental 
baggage, every family in France 
mourned the loss of a close 
loved one—either a son, broth- 
_er or husband. They could not 
be gay and they weren't. 

Now they seem to have re- 
Bained the traditional gaiety of 
the past. Most seem to have 
forgotten the bitter experience 
of World War II and the sad 
memories of the German occu- 
pation. 

Warm Reception. 

The reception given me here 
in Europe has been as warm 
and friendly as that of anv 
American crowd before which 
l ever appeared—in Le Havre 
when we docked, in Paris, at 
places along the route in Italy, 
and finally in Rome. It was 
very heart-warming. 

The greeting in Rome, in fact. 


Was so enthusiastic that I had 
to go “back to my return to 
Washington in 1948 to recall 
an equal. 


A reception like that makes 
a fellow feel humble and inade- 
quate. You know that the peo- 
ple are paying their tribute not 
to an individual but to the great 
country which he represents 

It's their way of saying, 
“Thank you,” for what the 
American people have done in 
the way of help 

When I was President I was 
acting for the American people 
and not for me as an individual 
No President can operate on an 
international level without the 
support of the majority of the 
people at home. 

I was the occupant of the 
greatest office in the history of 
the world and I did what I did 
because I knew it was right and 
the people wanted it that way 
The people were 100 per cent 
for the recovery program. Then 


and now, I want the people of 
Europe to remain friendly to us 

I never had any idea that 
these things were done by me 
as an individual, and today I 
don't have any idea that the 
cheers are for me as an indi- 
vidual. 


The European people are not 
interested in me but in the 
great country that was’ their 
‘Sriend when they needed help 


Same Press Inquiries. 

One of the amusing sidelights 
of this trip has been the be- 
havior of the newspaper men 
who met me in Paris and Rome. 
The press in these two cities 
must have been in communica- 
tion with the reporters in the 
United States. 

They ask the same questions 
that the reporters do back in 
America. But I can understand 
their deep interest in what goes 
on in our country, because what 
happens in the United States af- 
fects the whole world. 

The Italian photographers did 
something which I've never seen 
before. On motor-powered scoot- 


ers, they rush ahead of you, 
twist and turn in traffic and 
gaily snap pictures from straight 
ahead of your moving car. Pi 
ture-taking for them seems to 
be a sport. Watching them in 
action made me wish I could 
ride on these scooters. But I 


know I can't. 

The French motorcycle police 
now that I think of it, had a few 
. funny tricks of their own. When 


they took us to the station in 
Paris, one rode in front of us 
blowing a musical horn. Behind 
us came another with a whistle. 
When anyone got in our wa 
they simply reached out and 
pushed them aside. They looked 
as if they had been trained at 
Fort Riley to ride like that 
and I told them s: 
a Italian Trips. 

The t: Ay'~chage ss Italy was 
in Daylig sht fre about Genoa 
on to Rome, rahe we had a good 
chance to see the country. It 


looked as if the crops were com- 
ing along in fine shape and |! 
observed with interest that the 
Italian farmers were using lots 
of white oxen in the fields 

saw small mules pulling 
large loads of hay—loads that 
appeared far too big for them 
Mrs. Truman noticed that there 


were many women working in 
the fields. I told her to re- 
member that when she _ got 
home. 

We were distressed by the 
tragic sight of so many frost- 
ruined olive trees.

thousands of them were killed 
by the bad winter. It's the kind 
of damage that is not easily re- 
paired. 

We did have one big diffi- 
culty in seeing the farm coun- 


try. Our train kept going 
through tunnels, and I would 
guess that there are more tun- 
nels in that area than on the 


whole Baltimore & Ohio 

At this stage of the trip I al- 
ready foresee that I’m facing 
certain difficulties. For a while, 
at least, I know I won't be able 


to take my morning walks. The 
ligament in my ankle, which |! 
pulled about 10 days before 


leaving America, is healing, but 
Slowly. I still have to favor it. 
What gets me is that I have to 
deny myself the pleasure oi 
strolling through the historic 
lahdmarks that are within walk- 
ing distance of my hotel. This 
is going to be a disappointment. 
However, we've overcome other 
disappointments before getting 
this trip under way. 
Invitation to Hawaii. 

To go back to the beginning, 
after we left the White House, 
dirs, Truman and I, along with 
our daughter Margaret, were 
invited by my friend Edwin W. 
Pauley to a month on Coconut 
Island just off the north coast 
of Oahu, in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. 

When we arrived home in In- 
dependence from that trip, I 
found an invitation from Lord 
Halifax to come to Oxford for

an honorary degree. Because I 


had to write my presidential 
memoirs, I asked for a post- 
ponement,. 

The invitation was renewed 


in 1954, but an obstreperous 
gall bladder, which I had to 
have removed, prevented my 
taking the trip then. When the 
invitation was extended again in 
1955, I accepted for June 1956. 
Preparations were already un- 
der way when Margaret in- 
formed us that she had found 
a great man—and she had— 
and that she wanted to be mar- 
ried at home in Independence 
on April 21, 1956. The wedding 
took place as she had planned 
it and to the satisfaction of her 
mother, her father, Clifton Dan- 
iel’s mother and father and, ap- 
parently, of the whole nation. 


Many InvVitations. 

As soon as the wedding was 
over. Mrs. Truman and I re- 
sumed our preparations for the 
trip. When it was announced 
that we would go to Europe, in- 
vitations from the wonderful 
people who had visited us of- 
ficially and unofficially while 
we were in the White House 
began to arrive from across the 
Atlantic. 

The last few days were hectic 
In assembling my individual 
luggage I was coming down the 
stairs, missed a step and that 
raised havoc with my ligament. 

We had a series of luncheons, 
dinners and receptions on the 
way to New York and I was 
twice given birthday parties, 
with birthday cakes and all the 
trimmings 

The old Atlantic, for a change, 
was as smooth as the Pacific, 
and the sun shone as brightly 
as in Honolulu. It was quite 
a different crossing from the 
one I made in 1918. Then we 
1ad left New York on the 
George Washington—one of the 
confiscated German ships—at | 
midnight the day before Easter 
Sunday. There were very few 
lights, just a few showing here 
and there, but we were able to 
see the Statue of Liberty as we 


— 


went by. I was billeted on the 
deck with four other first leu- 
tenants. and we decided if we 
managed to come back from 
the war, Miss Liberty would 
have to turn around if she 


wanted to see us again 
This was the first time I had 
seen her since then. 
1945 Trip to Potsdam. 


In' the summer of 1945, I 
went to Potsdam. This time I 
left Norfolk. Va., in the U.S:S. 


Augusta, which took me as far 
as Antwerp. At Antwerp I was 
flown in the old DC-4 known as 
the Sacred Cow to Berlin and 
the Potsdam conference. I had 
no idea with what I would be 
faced when I met with Winston 
Churchill, the Prime Muiniste! 
of Great Britain, and Generalis- 
simo Joseph Stalin, Premier oP 
the Soviet Union. But I had 
an agenda for consideration at 
that meeting, which neither of 
the other gentlemen had. 

It was quite an experience. 
When the conference finished 
and the protocol document was 
signed, I returned to Plymouth, 
England, where I was enter- 
tained at luncheon on the Brit- 
ish cruiser Renown by King 
George VI. We had a most 
pleasant conference and King 
George returned my visit by 
coming to the Augusta for a 
further conference.‘ I was very 
much impressed by his .knowl- 
edge of affairs and Bis very 
pleasant personality. 

This trip, I know, 
much more pleasant

That is why I am steering 
away from generalizations and 
Sticking tO reporting my own 
personal impressions and obser- 
vations. I may have a few things 
to say about what I've seen 
when I arrive back in the United 
States, but that is the place to 
say them, not over here 


Last Hope of Free World. 

The United States is the last 
hope of the free world. What | 
have seen up to now on the 
present trip has in no way di- 
minished by belief that the 
whole free world can and will 
work together for the cause of 
peace. Some day the United Na- 
tions will work in the way it was 
intended to work, and then you | 
will see the greatest increase in 
the standard of living for hun- 
dreds of millions of people that | 
mankind ever witnessed. 

If the machinery could be de- 
vised to raise the standard of 
living in the world by only 3 per 
cent, it would keep the plants 
and factories in the United 
States and in all the other in- 
dustrial countries working con- 
tinuously at an unparalleled 
rate to meet the demand for 
their products. 

That is what we have to keep 
aiming for, and what I've seen 
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year’s Air Forcé budget came 
from Gen. Nathan Twining, 
| Chief of Staff of the Air Force. 
when he testified with obvious- 
ly some reluctance that current 
appropriations were barely suf- 
ficient for minimum air securi- 
ty but only on condition that 
the amount next year would be 
very much larger.

This: touched the fringes 
a long-standing. 

Noting the Twining tes- 
timony, Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton of Missouri whose doubts of 
the effectiveness of the carriers 
in modern warfare go back to 
his own service as the first Sec- 
retary of Air under “unifica- 
tion,” promptly called friends 
in the Air Force to say that this 
seemed to open an opportunity 
for some plain talking about 
the value of the giant carriers. 
Symington is chairman of a 
Senate subcommittee investigat- 
ing deficiencies in the Air 
Force and in the development 
of guided missiles. 

But Symington’s Air Force 
friends were cautious. Knowing 
the strict bar imposed at the 
top of any talk of service dif- 
ferences, they pointed out that 
any frank appraisal from the 
Air Force point of view would 
have to come as a result of 
questions carefully framed to 
bring out the facts as top air- 
men see them. 

Symington himself is a very 
cautious man and whether he 
would deliberately invite testi- 
mony Which would step on pow- 
erful toes both in the military 
establishment and in industry 
is doubtful.

His investigation has for a 
variety of reasons, including se-

The 
chief objective is to determine 
why more is not being spent on 
air power and missile research, 
and this merely skirts the basic 
issue of the old service rivalry 
Over whacking up the defense 
budget. 
Gen. LeMay a Critic. 

One of the most persistent 
critics of the giant carriers 
which, with their complement of 
cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines, cost billions of dollars. 
is Gen. Curtis LeMay, chief of 
the Strategic Air Command. 
The Air Force has determined 
through secret radar recon- 
naissance that the Forrestal. 
first of the giant carriers. can 
be detected at a disiance of 
more than 200 miles. Not onl\ 
that, but the radar screen shows 
at that distance from the ‘wak«e 
of the Forrestal in which direc- 
tion the great ship is moving 

Part of the Navy's claim for 
the carriers is speed and secrecy 
enabling them to operate even 
in narrow costal waters. With- 
in the Air Force the conviction 
is strong that this radar recon- 
naissance has refuted the Navy 
claim. 

Those close to the Symington 
committee believe testimony 
could be developed to disprove 
the ‘more extravagant claims 
made by Secretary of Navy 
Charles Thomas that planes 
from the big carriers could 
Strike any target in the 
Soviet Union. It reported 
that carefully drawn maps exist 
which give the carriers every 
possible break in relation to 
enemy. detection and attack and 
yet show that the carrier planes 
fall far short of the major 
Soviet industrial and atomic 
complex 

Army vs. Air Force. 

As the dispute over the car- 
riers simmers. beneath the sur- 
face, the major controversy to- 
day involves the Army and the 
Air Force. While both are 
claiming the development and 
use of guided missiles, the dif- 
ference is deeper than meray 
rivalry over who does what. It 
goes down to disagreement over 
the short war versus the long 
war; over preparation for nu- 
clear war versus preparation 
for small peripheral wars. 

It is well illustrated by a dis- 
pute current in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff over stockpiling. The 
Army is insisting on a four- 
year stockpile which would in- 
clude not only supplies but 
tanks and other costly weapons 
The Air Force argues that this 
would be a fantastic waste 
since a general nuclear. war 
would be ended within a few 
weeks with ports and other fa- 


is 


cilities of each combatant de- 
stroyed in this first decisive 
phase. 

The Air Force’ therefore 


argues for a three-month stock- 


pile. But the Army comes back 
in heated JCS sessions to in- 
sist that the four-year stock- 


pile is essential in view of the 
likelihood of peripheral wars 
under a nuclear stalemate. The 
reply of the Air Force is that 
with the present industrial base 
for production of military sup- 
plies, a small war or even two 
or three small wars could be 
supplied with an expanded pro- 
ductive system after the war 
began. 

Question of Air Defense. 

Another and even more fun- 
damental difference between 
the two services is over air de- 
fense. The Army is claiming 
its share while the Air Force 
argues that this function must 
come under one service as it 
does in both Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union. Only in that 
way, so the Air Force argument 
goes, can ground and air de- 
fenses be properly meshed one 
with the other. 

Basic to the Army-Air Force 
controversy is the competing 
claim to various phases of mis- 
sile research and development. 
There are today 37 different 
missile projects divided among 
the three services and, while a 
case can be made for the ad- 
vantages of competition, it is

Two items in the new Air 
Force budget illustrate the way 
new defense costs grow, partic- 
ularly when they are piled on 
|} top of all the old costs. One is 
the construction of the new 
DEW radar defense line in 
northern Canada. The likeli- 
hood is that this will cost twice 
the original estimates—that is 
to say several hundred million 

ollars more than had first been 
calculated. When the line is 
completed on the edge of the 
Arctic, the cost of maintaining 
men and delicate electronic lis- 
tening devices under conditions 
of extreme cold and frost will 
be considerably greater than 
estimated. 

Plane Dispersal Program 
| The second item, if an ex- 
penditure involving hundreds 
of millions can be so called, is 
for an increase in the, number 
of Strategic Air Command bases 
in this country so that SAC 
planes may for safety reasons 
be more widely dispersed. Aft- 
er a long hassle in the Nation- 
al Security Council—and inci- 
dentally the whole process of 
NSC policy approval seems to 
be more and more prolonged— 
the SAC dispersal program was 
approved 

Small numbers of planes are 
to be put on satellite bases near 
enough to main operating bases 
so that service can be per- 
formed on the latter without 
a duplication of service facili- 
ties The concentration of 
planes on a relatively few SAC 
bases has been a cause for 
grave concern for several years.

FOR MANY WEEKS before he left for 
the last session of the United Nations 
Subcommittee on Disarmament in London 
Harold E. Stassen, American representa- 
tive on the committee and the President's 
specialist on peace, held almost continuous 
meetings with officials of the State and 
Defense departments. They were trying 
to work out an American position. Stas- 
sen complained shortly before his depar- 
ture that the position had been so nar- 
rowed down it left him hardly room to 
stand. 

Then for seven weeks in London the 
five members of the subcommittee—the 
United States, France, Soviet Russia, Can- 
ada and Great Britain—talked more thou- 
sands and thousands of words. This was 
their seventh session in two years. 

What it added up to seemed to almost 
everyone concerned a large goose egg. 
But Stassen, conditioned by the diffi- 
culty ef his task, has remarkable 
facility for squeezing a little optimism 
from the most unlikely sources. He said 
that the picture was at least a few de- 
grees brighter. This was based on his 
belief that progress had been made 
toward agreement between East end 
West on the areas of ground inspection.

Where to Learn to Read 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One adult in 12 is a functional 
{lliterate, says Reading Expert John 
J. DeBoer of the University of Chi- 
cago. He used census figures on 
adults 25 years and older who had 
less than a fifth grade education. 


Thousands of men and women in 
the St. Louis area, many below age 
25, cannot read. There are a multi- 
tude of reasons why individuals have 
not learned to read: poverty in early 
life, broken homes, personal troubles 
and handicaps, inaccessibility to 
schools, and overcrowding of classes. 

In early 1954, the Adult Education 
Council of Greater St. Louis, a 
United Fund Agency, began to do 
something about teaching adults to 
read. Not only industrialism but 
democracy by its inherent nature 
requires this basic skill. 

A small group of eight non-read- 
ers were tutored by a teacher with 
special training. Since the pilot 
class, 697 men and women have re- 
sponded successfully to seven teach- 
ers in centers located at Hanley 
Junior High School in University 
City and Hadley Technical High 
School in St. Louis. In the summer 
the program has been conducted at 
People’s Art Center. 

The teachers have found the ex- 
perience stimulating and rewarding: 
the students and their families are 
proud of the progress made

Walter S. Robertson is one of the most re- 
sponsible officials in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. As Assistant Secretary of State for 
Far Eastern Affairs he shoulders the responsi- 
bility for United States policy with respect to 
the perplexing problems of the Orient. His spe- 
cific assignments have taken him to the Geneva 
Conference of 1954 and to the Manila Pact Con- 
ference at Bangkok last vear. 

Because Assistant Secretary Robertson is this 
trusted official of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion special importance attaches to an address 
he delivered at Staunton, Va., the birthplace of 
Woodrow Wilson. The occasion was a notable 
gathering, including ambassadors or their repre 
sentatives from 35 countries, in connection with 
the centennial year of the birth of the World 
War I President. 

Mr. Robertson's review of the Wilson career 
was in striking contrast to the slurs frequently 
thrown at that great President by Republican 
partisan speakers. There was no low blow at 
Woodrow Wilson as the first of “three Demo 
cratic Presidents to get the country into war.’ 
There was no attempt to dismiss him as a vision 
ary, an impractical idealist, an egghead. 

On the contrary, Mr. Robertson made a point 
of saying that when war came in Europe in 
1914, “Wilson was primarily concerned to keep 
our nation out of it.” He told how Wilson as a 
boy of 8 “had seen at firsthand in Georgia the 
horror that follows in the wake of war.” 

Because Wilson's “devotion to peace was genu- 
ine and compelling.” the Democratic President 
struggled through three years of the war in 
Europe to find a common ground on which the 
belligerents could meet. Of this Mr. Robertson 
said 

Wilson's statesmanship stands out as ma- 
ture and inspired. He could not have tried 
harder than he did to bring’ about “peace 
without victory,” but no man could have 
held back the tide of events that was to fo! 
low—the sacrifice of more hundreds and 
thousands of lives, the achievement of power 
by the Communists in Russia, the internal 
collapse of Germany and the eventual rise 


of Nazism, bringing on Europe another and 
near fatal war. 


The Assistant Secretary of State not only 
commended Wilson’s 14 points as a “historic 
peace program” with “overpowering psychologi- 
cal effect” that shortened the war. He com- 
mended also Wilson’s vision in proposing the 
League of Nations and in insisting that it be 
part of the World War I peace treaty. Then 
Mr. Robertson made this remarkable statement: 


President Wilson’s defeat came not in 
Paris but at home. It is not my purpose to 
explore the causes of that rejection. No one 
can question the earnest patriotism of the 
opposition. No one can question that the 
blame must be shared. 

It is enough for us to recall that on 
Aug. 8, 1945, the United States Senate 
voted in favor of American membership in 
the League’s successor, the: United Nations, 
vindicating Woodrow Wilson's ideals by the 
startling vote of 89 to 2 

We had by then paid in copious measure 
for our failure to join the League of Na 
tions that Woodrow Wilson had founded 


What relevante does the Wilson example have 
for us today? Mr. Robertson made it very clear 
when he recalled how Wilson's idealism was ‘‘de- 
rided” in the 1920s and then said: “We have 
had to learn once more that when Wilson Said 
‘the world must be made safe for, democracy’ 
he was expressing the necessary and transcend- 
ent objective of our nation’s foreign policy, the 
end we still must achieve if we mean to survive.” 

At the start of 1956 the hope was expressed 
on this page that the eentennials of those two 
great men of ideas, Woodrow Wilson and his 
Supreme Court appointee, Louis Dembitz Bran- 
deis, would somehow raise the level of cam 
paigning in the presidential election year 

Certainly Assistant Secretary of State Walter 
S. Robertson has done his part to set partisan- 
ship aside and to give credit where due. His ad- 
dress at the historic and lovely town of Staun 
ton, Va., ought to be required reading for Re 
publican and Democratic speakers in the months 
ahead. It has the stamp of statesmanship. 
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Farm Bill, Second Round 

All the fire had gone out of the farm bill 
fight by the time the Senate buckled down to 
the dull work of passing a second bill which 
the President would sign. Everybody's record 
had been made. The Democrats had taken their 
stand for 90 per cent of parity price supports. 
The cotton Senators and Congressmen had done 
their bit for cotton, wheat had been taken care 
of, also corn, also feed grains, rice and peanuts. 
The Administration had made its play for pre- 
payment of soil bank benefits before the No- 
vember election, and been rebuffed. 

So there was a certain sense of anti-climax 
when the Senate at length passed a bill which 
the Administration indicates it will accept. The 
time has come for the House to go along. Then 
the soil bank can be put into effect for next 
year, and the voters at the polls next fall can 
give their own answer to the question of which 
side best represented the true interests of 
American agriculture. 
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Where the Theater Travels 

While the theatric arts boom on Broadway, 
on the road they are experiencing trouble with 
the high cost of transportation. That factor, add 
ed to the rising cost of theatrical production gen 
erally, is proving crucial. The Chicago Tribune 
in an interesting survey of the problem, con- 
cludes that “the effect on the nation’s drama 
audience, depending on Broadway origination. 
is depressing.” 

In lusher road-days, “Victoria Regina” 
40 cities in one season, “The Barretts of Wim- 
pole Street” more than 50, “The Green Pas- 
tures” 90 in the United States and Canada 
Now, reports the Tribune, the average is 20 
the reduction largely due to the high cost and 
difficulty of travel 

Many touring companies are forsaking the 
railroads for the highways. “Ballet Theater” 
traveled in three baggage cars and three sleep- 
ers for many years; now it travels in one huge 
bus. “The Bad Seed” is an exception to the 
busward trend: before it reached Chicago this 
year it had traveled 8300 miles over 12 major 
railroads to 20 cities in 15 states. 

The chief sufferers from the restricted road 
tour are such places as college towns—which 
are precisely those where cultural experience 
should be the richest and most varied. Even 
favored cities feel the pinch; an excellent drama 
may never take to the road, because of high 
transportation costs: another with a narrow 
profit margin may bow out if its box office 
slumps once, as the excellent musical “Paint 
Your Wagon” did at Chicago several years ago. 

For all this, our cultural life as a nation is 
the poorer. What is the answer? Should the 
transportation of worthwhile theater be partly 
underwritten by public subsidy? 
portation industry itself better adapt to the 
needs of the traveling theater? Can the theater 
industry happily be more decentralized so that, 
instead of depending almost entirely on New

York City, it will originate more productions on 
the West Coast and at least some in our own 
Midlands, at Chicago or St. Louis perhaps? 
A broader and deeper experience with the 
theater in what New York is pleased to call the 
hinterlands would be well worth the effort of 
thinking out the way to it. 
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As Mr. Stassen Sees It 

Presidential Assistant Harold Stassen evident. 
ly believes that the announced Soviet cut in 
military manpower has a direct connection with 
the London disarmament talks. The Russians 
first revealed their intentions during those talks, 
he’says. And the President is going to appoint a 
board of eight to review both the disarmament 
negotiations and the implications of the Moscow 
statement that its armed forces will be reduced 
within the next year by 1,200,000 men 

There are plenty of agencies within the Gov- 
ernment already set up to evaluate such devel- 
opments, the highest being the National Security 
Council. Yet it should be useful to get the opin- 
ions also of qualified military, nuclear and eco- 
nomic experts outside the constituted agencies. 
Mr. Stassen is right in saying that our reaction 
should be one of neither gullibility nor cynicism. 

Mr. Stassen seems to give the Russians a lit- 
tle more credit than Secretary Dulles was in- 
clined to do. While he thinks many factors en- 
tered into the decision, he does not interpret it 
merely as a shifting of men from sentry duty to 
the. manufacture of atomic bombs. Rather he be- 
lieves it indicates a wish by the Russians to con- 
tinue negotiations for a comprehensive disarma- 
ment agreement. 

We hope the President's special assistant for 
disarmament is right. For this would indicate 
that further progress toward a workable and 
safe disarmament pact is possible. It would sug- 
gest that the Russians are ready to offer “deeds, 
not words” as their contribution to that progress. 
Next, as Mr. Stassen says, they ought to make 
it possible for the Western nations to verify 
whether they are actually carrving out the man- 
power cuts they have proclaimed. 

“Deeds, not words” is a two-way street; how- 
ever, and it would be well for the West, which 
reduced its own military manpower before the 
Russians did, to respond with some new deeds 
of its own. 

One thing Mr. Stassen’s board could consider 
is the possibility of modifying the American po- 
sition that aerial inspection should be in opera- 
tion before a disarmament pact is signed. So 
long as the “open skies” plan is a precondition 
of a disarmament treaty it can be regarded as 
a measure of military reconnaissance rather than 
disarmament, and the Russians have indicated 
that they view it in this light. 

Certainly “open skies” would have to be a 
part ot the necessary inspection system. But 
that system could be set up by stages, and the 
stages could be agreed on in advance in the 
disarmament treaty itself. 
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Valedictory in Oil 

The senior class of Riverview Gardens High 
School has brought and presented to the school 
paintings by Fred James Carpenter and Vivian 
Miller Powell of St. Louis, and remembering 
some of the litter that senior classes sometimes 
leave behind them, we think this is worth a 
critical notice, plus a full set of diplomas.

Then, too, there was 
the picture of Washington crossing the Dela- 
ware, or Rosa Bonheur’s white horses. 

To enumerate briefly the things that seem 
about such gifts, plaques go unread, 
drinking fountains are used in an uncommemo- 
rative manner, schools normally have big dic- 
tionaries, stone seats are even less comfortable 
than school desks, and maybe we all have been 
watching Washington crossing the Delaware too 
long.

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Oregon Arranges a Battle 

Oregon voters did two things of national in- 
terest in their primaries Friday. The Repub- 
licans made certain that this year’s senatorial 
contest will be fought on the issues of con- 
servation and public power. The Democrats 
gave Adlai E. Stevenson a boost in his quest 
for a second presidential nomination. 

Four years ago Senator Kefauver won Ore- 
gon’s Democratic delegates as the only can- 
the ballot, Gov.

didate on Stevenson having

name. This year both stayed out of the formal 
lists, but after their contests in other states 
began to heat up, both put on spirited write-in 
campaigns. Gov. Stevenson won handily. He 
has not, in fact, lost a primary since Senator 
Kefauver upset him in Minnesota. But the big 
tests are still ahead—Florida on May 29 and 
California in early June. 

The Republican contest for Senator was of 
equal if not greater significance. Douglas Mc- 
Kay, who resigned as Secretary of the Interior 
to make the race, had all the prestige of a 
White House indorsement, the backing of the 
national G.O.P. leadership, and plenty of funds. 
He won, but his leading opponent got four votes 
for every five that went to Mr. McKay—a re- 
markable showing 

Whether this defection represents dissatisfac- 
tion with Eisenhower Administration policies 
on conservation and public power, or simply 
local political factors, can only be guessed at. 
That question will be answered in the November 
election, when Mr. McKay meets Senator Wayne 
No Democratic candidate better 
symbolizes the opposition to the Eisenhower 
Administration record on conservation and pow- 
er; and none can expect a more strenuous G.O.P. 
effort to unseat him than this maverick who 
deserted the Republican party in revolt against 
Dwight Eisenhower. 
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rom Jet's Speed to Snail’s Pace 

A House subcommittee’s approval of $551,000 
for a start on St. Louis® flood control project 
moves this necessary enterprise a little further 
on a tedious way through Congress. The sub- 
committee's report is to be presented Monday 
to the full House Appropriations Committee, 
which has yet to act, as has a subcommittee in 
the Senate. 

Members of Congress proceeding at this snail's 
pace might be reminded of the jet speed with 
which they earlier authorized the project. Their 
ready response was taken as evidence that they 
were well persuaded of the need. Why should 
that persuasion be any the less for the ap- 
propriation to put it into practice than for the 
authorization that put it in prospect?

About Secrets and Falling Tiles

The late Carroll Binder, editor of the 
editorial page of the Minneapolis Trib- 
une and formerly head of the Chicago 
Daily News foreign service, was a dis- 
tinguished newspaper man. In addt- 
tion to many journalistic assignments, 
he served as the American representa- 
tive on the United Nations commission 
to draft a convention on freedom of in- 
formation. This statement of his credo 
is reprinted from This I Believe, edited 
by Edward R. Murrow (Simon and 
Schuster, 1952) 

“We are all at the mercy of a falling 
tile,” Julius Caesar reminds us in 
Thornton Wilder’s “Ides of March.” 
None of us knows at what hour some- 
thing we love may suffer some terrible 
blow by a force we can neither antic- 
ipate nor control! 

Fifty-five years of living, much of the 
time in trouble centers of a highly 
troubled era, have not taught me how 
to avoid being hit by falling tiles. I 
have sustained some very severe blows 
My mother died when I was 3 years 
old. My first-born 
son, a gifted and oe 
idealistic youth, —_ 
was killed in the 
war. While I was 
still cherishing the 
hope that he might 
be alive, circum- 
stances beyond my 
control made it im- 
possible for me to 
continue work into 
which I had poured 
My heart’s blood 
for 20 years. 

I speak of such 
things here in the Carrell Bind 
hope of helping 
others to believe with me that there 
are resources within one’s grasp which 
enable one to sustain such blows with- 
out being crushed or embittered by 
them. 

I believe the best hope of standing 
up to falling tiles is through developing 
a sustaining philosophy and state of 
mind all through life. I have seen all 
sorts of people sustain all sorts of 
blows in all sorts of circumstances by 


all sorts of faiths, so T believe anyone 
can find a faith that will serve his needs 
if he persists in the quest. 


One of the best ways I know of for- 
tifying oneself to withstand the vicis- 
situdes of this insecure and unpredict- 
able era is to school oneself to require 
relatively little in the way of material 
possessions, physical satisfactions or 
the praise of others. The less one re- 
quires of such things the better situated 
one is to stand up to changes of fortune. 


I am singularly rich in friendships. 
Friends of all ages have contributed 
enormously to my happiness and helped 
me greatly in times of need. I learned 
one of the great secrets of friendship 
early in life—to regard each person 
with whom one associates as an end in 
himself; not a means to one’s ends. 
That entails trying to help those with 
whom one comes in contact to find ful- 
fillment in their own way while seek- 
ing one’s own fulfillment in one’s own 
way. 

Another ethical principle that has 
stood me in good stead is: Know thy- 
self! I try to acquaint myself realistic- 
ally with my possibilities and limita- 
tions. I try to suit my aspirations to 
goals within my probable capacity to 
attain. I may have missed some undis- 
covered possibilities for growth but I 
have spared myself much by not shoot- 
ing for stars it clearly was not given 
me to attain. 


I have seen much inhumanity, cheat- 
ing, corruption, sordidness and selfish- 
ness but I have not become cynical. I! 
have seen too much that is decent, kind 
and noble in men to lose faith in the 
possibility of a far finer existence than 
yet has been achieved. I believe the 
quest for a better life is the most satis- 
fying pursuit.of men and nations. 


I love life but I am not worried about 
death. I do not feel that I have lost 
my son and a host of others dear to me 
by death. I believe with William Penn 
that “they that love beyond the world 
cannot be separated by it. Death is but 
crossing the world, as friends do the 
seas; they live in one another still.” 
Death, I believe, teaches us the things 
of deathlessness. 


A Well-Spent Nickel for Liberty

The employment of competent re- 
porters with integrity, combined with 
fearless newspapers, is one method of 
keeping the rascals out of office or 
getting them out when in. Missouri 
is fortunate in having on the people's 
side the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, one of 
the great newspapers in this country. 
You may not always agree with its edi- 
torial opinion but you do know that 
it is not controlled, and that it is al- 
wavs honest in its expressions of 
opinion. 


But such a newspaper cannot do its 
best public service unless it has on its 
staff reporters who are both fearless 
and of such a high integrity and com- 
petence that they cannot be “reached” 
or fooled. Curtis A. Betts, who for 
years covered the political news of the 
state and the .capital for the Post- 
Dispatch and retired several years ago, 
was such a reporter. He was nationally 
recognized in his field. 


Boyd Carroll, who succeeded Mr. 
Betts in this important role, carries on 
this fine tradition which means so much 
to the public. In a recent address in 
Columbia when he was given an Award 
of Merit by the Missouri University 
School of Journalism, Mr. Carroll com- 
mented on several of the political facts 
of life. We feel these are important 
enough to repeat for the benefit of 
those who have the ballot—whether 
they use it or not: 

The level of citizenship will be lifted, 
he said, when someone devises an ap- 
peal that will close the gap between 
votes cast in an election and those 
eligible.

ber of elections,” he said. “It would 
be explosive—and probably would re- 
tire the legislator.” 


Mr. Carroll said there are not so many 
lobbyist-financed wild parties, and not 
so many delegations now in evidence, 
although lobbyists are just as busy and 
perhaps more effective ‘in the legis- 
lature. 

Mr. Carroll said that from $100,000 
to $150,000 is spent by a candidate 
for Governor in Missouri and some 
$80,000,000 by major parties during 
presidential and congressional races. 
“Political campaigns are big business. 
I doubt that many political contribu- 
tions are donated to political war 
chests in the same spirit that governs 
tithing for church collection plates,” 
he continued. “The collection methods, 
objectives and anticipated rewards are 
not religious in any political sense.” 


“I believe the best medium to keep 
the people informed is the newspaper, 
supplemented by radio and television,” 
he continued. “Certainly not by politi- 
cal committee chairmen and spokes- 
men.”

The step taken at the Paris

That helps to explain why it 
difficult tor the West, 
where freedom of choice is basic 
to the rights of the individual, 
to counter the propaganda 
moves of the Soviet Union in 
disarmament. But it does not 
excuse the failure of leadership 
to try to bring the American 
military establishment into line 
with the realities of the nucleai 
stalemate and. even more im 
portant, with the deep yearning 
of peoples everywhere for some 
relief from the burden of arma- 
ment 

That anything like this will 
happen in the near future is 
doubtful. It would call for 
decisions certain to stir dis- 
sension and loud clamor and 
President Eisenhower has 
shown that he does not care 
for such decisions. Apparent- 
ly most Americans are willing 
to trust these matters to the 
President since, in the popu- 
lar view, he is a soldier and 
he should know best. 

This means that he is not 
likely to feel any considerable 
pressure of public opinion to 
take the steps which are called 
for. Therefore, if any prediction 
is possible in the face of so 
much uncertainty, it is that the 
West will continue at an accel- 
erated pace to reduce the arms 
burden even though no formal 
agreement between East and 
West is possible.

In the underdeveloped parts of 
the world they hope, by a mix- 
ture of economic policy, ideo- 
logical attraction and popular 
front tactics to lay a basis for 
later Communist take-overs. 

My first conclusion, then, {s 
the following: so long as Soviet 
leaders have not ruled out the 
possibility of a clean knockout 
blow of’the United States, or so 
long as they judge that parity 
with, or superiority over, the 
United States in modern arma 
ments is an essential condi- 
tion for the success of their 
foreign policy, they are unlike- 
ly to accept the sort of control 
of armaments which we would 
judge effective 

Since Stalin's death, the So- 
viet leadership had made a ser- 
ies of moves which appear to 
indicate a willingness to see 
their society opened up in two 
respects. First, they are now ap- 
parently prepared to receive 
tourists on a larger scale than 
at any time since the 1930s and 
permit them to 


. travel quite 
widely in the Soviet Union 
Second, they have been pre- 


pared to let a much larger num- 
ber of their technicians, artists 
and higher bureaucrats travel 
abroad to conferences and the 
like, where they are permitted 
to behave in a much more nat- 
ural and human way than was 
the style under Stalin. 

But the degree of openness 
thus far revealed in Soviet 
policy, over the past three 
years, can in no way be equated 
with the conditions for a suc- 
cessful system of arms inspec- 
tion. The essence of mutual 
confidence in such a scheme 
is the virtual elimination of 
denied areas. Tourists in the 
soviet Union now are geo- 
graphically denied certain 
areas, and they are denied 
access to factories and other 
important installations unless 
notification is given and the 
Visit is prepared 

Little Freedom. 

There is no evidence that 
freedom has extended down in 
Soviet society to a point where 
the regime is prepared to con- 
template the kind of uncon- 
trolled inspection which any 
tolerably realistic system of 
international armaments con- 
trol demands. If this is so, why 
is the Soviet Union pursuing 
so actively and flexibly the 
discussion of the question of 
armaments control? 

Moscow wishes to persuade 
the citizens and governments 
of Western Europe and the 
United States that peace is just 


around the corner and that 
they can afford to slacken their 
efforts. Second, the Soviet ef- 
fort to associate Communism 


with popular aspirations in the 
Free World requires that Mos- 
cow appear to be ardently 
seeking peace 
If my hypothesis is correct, 

then, what we observe in the 
United Nations is a series of 
maneuvers designed to main- 
tain an image of Moscow 
actively pursuing peace, but 
without any intent now to 
move into an effective sys- 
tem of armaments control. 

The Soviet Union may be 
encouraging the pursuit of 
these negotiations not merely 
for purposes of psychological 
warfare but to see how, tech- 
nically, such a system might 
be set up if, at some future 
date, Moscow should, in its own 
interest, wish to . neutralize 
major military force in the 
world arena of power 

I do not believe that the 
Soviets are now prepared to 
accept an effective system of 
armaments control. 

Why and when might Moscow 
accept such a system’? Three 
conditions must be satisfied 

First, the United States must

demonstrate that it will not: 
permit itself or the free world 
to be rendered vulnerable to 
military attack. We must dem- 
onstrate that we are prepared 
with our allies to erect and to 
maintain a pattern of military 
deterrence such that it will be 
irrational not only for the 
Soviet Union to start a major 
war but also to start medium or 
even minor wars. 


United States Leadership. 

Second, the United States 
must demonstrate that under its 
leadership the world is 
capable of satisfying the pow- 
erful world-wide aspirations for 
increased human and national 
dignity, increased - economic 
welfare. So long as Moscow 
sees the possibility of eroding 
American and Western power 
and prestige in Asia, the Mid- 
die East, and Africa it is doubt- 
ful that Soviet leaders will ac- 
cept the conseat of an 
effective ;

Specifically this means we 
must develop in the free 
world a policy for economic 
development and a political 
environment of progressive 
political development which 
will make the free world re- 
sistant to Moscow's current 
blandishments.

NE of the horrors in 
() ccorse Orwell's “Nine- 

teen Eighty-Four” wis 
the elimination of history. 
Whenever “Big Brother's” 
government altered its policy, 
all the past records were 
changed, to make it appear 
that the new policy was the 
old. 

There is another way to 
distort and destroy history. 
Let the record stand, but 
carefully ignore the context 
in which it was written. In 
the matter of the Yalta con- 
ference, this type of nihilism 
has been the practice, for 10 
years now, of Roosevelt- 
haters like Pegler and a num- 
ber of more reputable people 
who know better. Such per- 
sons have tended to blame all 
the strife and tensions of 
a decade on the allegedly 
treacherous “Yalta agree- 
ments.” No matter what the 
participants said — and the 
Yalta conferees who have 
written on the subj~°‘ in- 
clude Byrnes, Stettinius, 
Leahy, and Sir Winston 
Churchill—we were told to 
disbelieve them. They were 
“interested parties.” 

Now come four impartial 
historians to bring the pic- 
ture back into focus. None of 


them made full use of the 
records, including the official 
“Yalta papers” publicized 
with so much fanfare a year 
ago. They conclude that the 
agreements at Yalta were 
probably the best that could 
have been made under 
circumstances 

There was no treachery, no 
sell-out, not even any egre- 
gious blunders. The German 
question was discussed and 
largely postponed, though 
“our side’ obtained an agree- 
ment to permit French par- 
ticipation. The dispute over 
Poland, between Churchill 
and Stalin, ended with few, if 
any, concessions by the Rus-

could only beg, for Russian

Roosevelt insisted on an

the river.” The record simply 
does not. substantiate the 
charge. At Yalta there was no 
sell-out, for at Roosevelt's in- 
sistence the agreements re- 
garding China were made de- 
pendent upon Chiang Kai- 
shek’s approval. Any criticism 
of American policy for “los- 
ing China,” the authors say, 
should concentrate on events 
from 1946 onwards, and not 


on Yalta.

F course the United 
0 States and Britain made 

agreements with Stalin. 
At one point the authors 
quote a passage from a State 
Department “briefing paper” 
of early 1945 which goes to 
the heart of the matter; 
Wrote John D. Hickerson, 
then deputy director of the 
Office of European Affairs: 
“It is not a question of 
whether we like it; I person- 
ally don’t like it... (but)... 
We must have the support of 
the Soviet Union to defeat 
Germany... (and)... 
the war against Japan. The 
importance of these two 
things cannot bt reckoned, in 
terms of American lives. We 
must have the co-operation of 
the Soviet Union to organize 
the peace.” 

So believing, the Western 
leaders could do no less than 
make agreements with Stalin 
in the hope—even faint hope 


—that he would live up to 


them. 

It is the context that 
counts: Our armies recuper- 
ating from the Battle of the 
Bulge while the Russians 
rolled forward; our military 
chiefs forecasting dreadful 
casualties in the Pacific be- 
fore Japan could be subdued. 
The authors of “The Mean- 
ing of Yalta” clarify this 
context. They have produced 
a good book, well-written and 
well-named. 
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In the years just after the opening of America's Far West, the lack of communication lines across the conti- 


nent was the biggest obstacle to exploiting the new territories.

World Problem Is Integration 


AN INTERNATIONAL ECON. 
OMY, PROBLEMS AND PROS-

NCE again, Gunnar Myr- 
Ou has written a book 
which almost certainly is 


destined to change the course 


of human events. Southern 
enemies of racial integration 
have accused Myrdal, a Swede 
and therefore a “foreigner,” 
of writing the basic document 
to the United States Supreme 
Court decision on _ public 
school integration. That was 
“An American Dilemma,” 
published in 1944. In a sense 
the enemies of racial integra- 
tion are right, for in that 
book Myrdal documented so 
thoroughly the case against 
discrimination that it has re- 
mained unanswered 


In “An International Econ- 
omy” Myrdal has carried the 
same thesis ‘orward. Inte- 
gration rem the value 
Myrdal would uphold, this 
time the integration of the 
peoples of the world. 

This time, again, he has not 
written an “idealistic” appeal, 
but a hard-headed appraisal. 
It is not an easy book to read 
and to digest, but it will be a 
very difficult book indeed for 
anyone to refute. 

We Americans have fallen 
so deeply into the habit of 
appraising the world in terms 
of the great power struggle 
between the United States 
and Soviet Russia that we 
have all but forgotten other 
possible ways of looking at 
the world. Specifically, we 
certainly have neglected the 
aspect of the werld’s config- 
uration that Myrdal describes 
so well and which, among 
other things, underlies the 
very power struggle we have 
allowed to bemuse us. 

Stated as simply as pos- 
sible, the people of the world 
are getting poorer and poorer. 

- * 


YRDAL’S cold, economic 
statement of this appal- 
ling fact: “World real 
income per capita, and with 
it the standard of living of 
the average human being, is 
probably lower now than 25 
years ago and perhaps lower 
than in 1900, because the na- 
tions that have rapidly raised 
their economic standards have 
been a shrinking proportion 
of the total world popula- 
tion.” 

Taking a second look at the 
latter portion of that state- 
ment we.are faced with the 
truly explosive circumstances 
that the increasing world 
poverty is distributed about 
as unfairly as possible. The 
developed nations—and espe- 
cially the United States—are 
becoming incredibly richer 
while at the same time the 
majority of the world’s peo- 
ples are sinking lower and 
lower in their standards of 
living. 

Add to this fact the im- 
proved communications and 
transportation of the world— 
a revolution in itself—and 
you have a diagram for disas- 
ter. The poor of the world 
are getting poorer, the rich 
are getting richer—and every 
facility is available for the 
poor to know their plight in 
all its injustice. 


And to this diagram for 
disaster is finally added the 
supreme satanic jest: “All the 
high-income countries, and 
some of the middle-income 
groups, have almost unmixed 
populations of European 
stock. Most middle-income 
countries have mixed or col- 
ored populations. All the 
poorest countries are colored 
according to the social defi- 
nition of the term laid down 
by the nations that have 
European origin. 

“In countries where there 
are both colored and white 
people, the whites are always 
at the top and the colored at 
the bottom... . 


“Most people in the world 
are colored . . . most people 
are poor. Invariably it is the

colored people who are the 
poorer.”

IVEN these elementary 
(jx it would appear as 
an indictment of Comntu- 
nism that it has not been 
even more successful than it 
has been in gaining the 
loyalty of that majority of 
mankind which is poverty- 
stricken and colored, living in 
a rich white-man’s’ world. 
Communists, as Myrdal Says, 
“have succeeded in extermi- 
nating racial prejudice in 
their minds and in their deal- 
ings with colored people,” 
which is more than can be 
said of many non-Communists 
or anti-Communists. 
Communists, and with some 
but not complete justification, 
present the thesis that the 
poverty of the poor, colored 
majority of mankind. is the 
result of past and present 
colonial 
rich, white minority.

—and most importantly— 
Communism “presents itself 
as fundamentally a system for 
the development of the. un- 
derdeveloped countries.” 

It is not very important 
that this is contrary to the 
original concept of Karl 
Marx, who believed the de- 
veloped, capitalistic countries 
would be the first to turn to 
Communism. The important 
thing, to the people of the 
depressed areas of the world, 
is that Soviet Russia has 
shown the way for a back- 
ward people to raise them- 
selves by their own boot- 
straps, to achieve economic 
development — without  out- 
side capital. China’s half a 
billion or more people have 
embarked on a similar ven- 
ture. All of the rest of Asia, 
and Africa, the depressed 
countries around the Medi- 
terranean and in Latin Amer- 
ica, are watching with more 
than casual interest. 

For, as Myrdal finds after 
exhaustive inquiry, “and tak- 
ing into account private loans 
and direct investments, gov-

‘The 
United States has been the 
chief donor,” he points out, 
“but by far the greater part 
of its donations, including 
most of the Marshall aid, has 
not gone to the underdevel- 
oped regions. From their 
point of view this aid has in 
the main been a sharing be- 
tween the rich. m 

What are the underdevel- 
oped nations to do? They can 
adopt the Communist system, 
of course, and squeeze capi- 
tal out of their peasants by 
ruthless discipline. Myrdal, a 
thorough democrat, does not 
recommend this method with 
its “exinction of parliamen- 
tary democracy, the suppres- 
sion of a large number of 
fundamental civil rights and 
liberties, enforced political 
conformity, political police,” 
etc. 

Rather, he recommends the 
largest possible effort on the 
part of the people of the 
underdeveloped areas them- 
selves, consistent with demo- 
cratic processes. He recog- 
nizes that this effort will not 
be enough, unless we, the 
rich and the powerful, radi- 
cally change our attitudes and 
our policies. 

“In fact,” he adds, “I know 
of no government and no 
political party in any country 
which is really facing up to 
these problems.”

Certainly, no recent 
science fiction novel better il- 
lustrates the cliches and the 
banalities that Koestler at- 
tacked in “The Boredom of 
Fantasy.” 

The interstellar cruiser, 
C-57-D, in search of a previ- 
ous expedition, lands on the 
fourth planet of the star Al- 
tair to find one survivor of 
the original expedition, a Dr. 
Morbius, and his young daugh- 
ter who was born on Altair 
IV. In succession the offi- 
cers of the C-57-D encounter 
a robot with the talents of a 


Houdini, a tiger that shares 
a common trait with the 
legendary unicorn, and an in- 
visible menace that delights 
in eviscerating crew members 
in mid-air. 


For three quarters of the 
book, Mr. Stuart plays peek- 
a-boo with the reader and 
then, in a seeming fit of de- 
spair at having accomplished 
nothing for a hundred pages, 
sends his characters off on a 
free-wheeling chase of the 
type best characterized as 
“let’s head ’em off at the pass, 
sheriff." Mr. Stuart's char- 
acters are as two dimensional 
as his plot. They include a 
lean young starship com- 
mander, a lupine junior of- 
ficer, a just-plain Bill type 
of medical officer, a heroine 
who is as virtuous as she is 
beautiful, and a scientist 
(mad; of course). 

The book is bound in some- 
thing resembling blotting 
paper, and sells for three dol- 
lars.

Douglas in the May 12 issue 
of the New Yorker. 

Lardner is not alone in 
feeling sorry for poor old 
Phil Douglas. Shufflin’ Phil 
was a sorrowful figure. But 
Lardner probably won't get 
much support from old base- 
ball observers in his implica- 
tion in the New Yorker piece 
that Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis and John Me- 
Graw didn’t do right by 
Douglas. 

Titled “The Crime of Shuf- 
flin’ Phil Douglas,” the Lard- 
ner article tells an interest- 
ing and detailed story of how 
and why Douglas was barred 
from baseball forever by 
Commissioner Landis. It’s in- 
teresting reading. well docu- 
mented baseball history. But 
through the piece runs the 
suggestion that Landis was 
too severe, and that Douglas 
should have been forgiven 
and granted another chance 
to go on his dipsomaniacal 
way 

McGraw did everything a 
manager could do to try to 
keep Douglas in condition to 
earn a living as a pitcher. 
He hired detectives to keep 
Phil out of saloons and even 
engaged Jess Burkett as 
roommate and companion to 
try to keep him sober. 

Despite all his watching, 
Douglas disappeared time and 
again. On his last binge be- 
fore his big trouble, he was 
found unconscious from liquor 
in a room a few blocks from 
the ball park. 

Irked by McGraw’'s detec- 
tives and verbal castigation 
from the Giants’ manager, 
Douglas wrote a letter to Les- 
lie Mann, a member of the 
Cardinals, then the Giants’ 
only rivals in the pennant 
race. Dou@las said that if he 
Sstaved with the Giants, he 
would win the pennant for 
McGraw. He didn't want Mc- 
Graw to win, and if the Cardi- 
nals would “send the goods 
to my house,” Douglas would 
quit the Giants and go fish- 
ing. 

Did the fact that Douglas 
was a chronic drunkard make 
it less of a crime for Doug- 
las to offer to sell out his 
ball club? What could Landis 
do, with baseball still in the 
shadow of the Black Sox 
scandal? 

Lardner makes much of the 
point that Landis acted as 
prosecutor, judge and jury. 
But that’s what he was there 
for. That's the way baseball 
is run, to keep it clean. And 
any player of today who of- 
fered to sell out his ball club 
would get the same short 
shrift.

biologist for the Missouri Con- 
servatoin Commission says, on 
the basis of a survey made in 
large impoundments in this 
State, that it is generallv best 
to fish no deeper than 20 feet 
in warm weather 

The fisherman gets all kinds 
of advice: Fish bite better dur- 
ing and following rains: don't 
waste time fishing when it's 
raining; fish bite better on days 
of steady high barometric pres- 
sure; best catches are made 
when the barometer is rising; a 
cloudy day is preferable to one 
with sunshine, and vice versa 

Small wonder that many 
sportsmen believe fishing is 95 
per cent luck and 5 per cent 
skill. Everyone who has used 
a pole and line, or rod and reel, 
has had the experience of 
catching fish at times when con- 
ditions seemed to be at their 
worst. Likewise, a perfect set- 
ting has often produced nothing 
more than a wet line. 

All Wrong. 

Sometimes a man will cast a 
paint-chipped plug or a long- 
dead minnow in the center of a 
warm lake under noon’s blazing 
sun and hook a lunker bass 
The same fellow mavy visit a 
lake teeming with fish and 
catching nothing, even though 
he offers most tempting lures 
in early morning or at twilight 

Records kept for 12 years on

Boom Has Not Spoiled a 


Charm of

The Florida Keys, a string of 
coral spits stretching approxi- 
mately 163 miles from Miami 
towards the Tropic of Cancer 
to Key West, the nation’s south- 
ernmost point, still retain the 
aura of high seas adventure, 
despite a building boom which 
has added thousands of perma- 
nent residents to the Keys and 
dotted the area with restau- 
rants, motels, public libraries 
and churches. The sparkling 
waters of the Gulf on one side 
and the Atlantic on the other 
recall days gone by when ro- 
mantic rascals from buccaneers 
to bootleggers, hiding out from 
authorities, shook the dense 
mangrove growths with their 
revelry. 


The Keys (the name results 
from a corruption of the Span- 
ish word “cayo”’ to “cay,” pro- 
nounced “key”), with what is 
probably the finest salt-air cli- 
mate in North America, have 
always been blessed by a be- 
nign sun and bracing trade- 
winds. A few of the hardier 
northerners who took their fish- 
ing seriously enough to dispense 
with the frills were bringing 
back remarkable catches from 
the Key area as far back as the 
roaring twenties. 

But the region really began 
coming into its own after World 
War II when all of Florida 
began the expansion program 
which has raised it from the 
twentieth to the fourteenth 
ranking state in population. 

Not the least of its claims to 
fame are its food specialties. In 
fact, this section is acclaimed 
by many as the only place in 
the whole world that serves 
turtle steaks the way 


variety of turtle—kept at sev- 
eral restaurants in pens at the 
end of piers—is enhanced first 
by expert butchering which re- 


| moves all of the stringy sinew 


to tenderize the succulent meat: 
and secondly, by a special type 
of sauce made from the famous 
Key limes which grow wild all 
over the place 

And speaking of limes, the 
Key Westers do something with 
a lime pie that is simply out of 
this world. And this delicacy is 
really exclusive with the Keys, 
not because of:any secret for- 
mulas, but simply because: this 
type of lime doesn’t grow any-

type who wants to at least try 
everything, there is conch. 
Years ago the natives were so 
fond of this delicaty, that they 
derived their nickname from it. 
However, most. mainlanders 
agree that you have to develop 
a taste for these sea creatures 
which inhabit colorful shells 
and frequently attain the size 
of young turkeys. 

Conch meat is prepared in 
several ways. As it has. arather 
strong distinctive taste, it is 
usually recommended that the 
uninitiated, instead of ordering 
a full conch dinner, try it first 
prepared as a seafood cocktail 
or as conch chowder 

Whether the visitor to the 
Keys goes there to fish, eat, 
swim, bask in the sun, or Just 
loaf, it’s hard for him to de- 
scribe the area after he's re- 
turned. Of course it’s some- 
what like the rest of booming 
South Florida, but it’s different. 
It reminds some visitors of the 
Spanish Riviera, but not quite, 
because the area is thoroughly 
Americanized. Probably’ the 
best description is that the Keys 
are really not like anywhere 
else. They're different, distinc- 
tive, unique and resemble noth- 
ing else in the world except 
the Florida Keys.

BOOM IN TRAVEL 
TO LATIN AMERICA 


Low Air Rates, Favorable 
Exchange Put It in Reach 
of Many. 


Latin America — whose 
boundaries extend from Mexico 
and the Caribbean down through 
Central America and the West 
Indies to the vast continent of 
South America—is giving its 
long-time rival, the European 
continent, a real race for the 
United States tourist dollar this 
year. 

In the past, distance, cost of

even on a modest budget he can 
stay at first-class hotels, eat at 
the most expensive restaurants 
and bring back luxury shopping 
items from every country. 


Cost of air travel has been 
cut to a record breaking low. On 
April 23, for the first time in 
the history of air transporta 
tion between the United States 
and South America, fares be- 
came lower than those from the 


United States to most European 
points. Designed especially for 
vacation travel, the excursion 
tariffs put into effect by Braniff 
International Airways and three 
other airlines slashed rates to 
South America almost 30 per 
cent from normal fares for trips 
completed within 30 days by 
parties of two or more persons 
traveling together. A passenger 
can also use the lower rate and 
stop at any of the cities en route 


or returning from his destina- 
tion city. These excursion rates 
apply to both first-class and

in South America is that the 
seasons are reversed from the 
Uni ted States. When tempera- 
tures zoom to the hundreds dur- 
ing the summer, it’s cool in 
South America. Autumn is 


springtime below the equator, 

and December here is mid-sum- 

mer in most of the countries. 
All expense tours offered. by 


travel agencies include round- 
trip air transportation, accom- 
modations at first-class hotels,

But 
we can't lay this at the door of the starling, for we have all 
the other woodpeckers which use somewhat similar nesting 
sites: the hairy, downy, red-bellied, flicker and even the 
pileated. The red-head spends more time out in the open 
in plain sight than most of his cousins and is pretty likely 
to be seen if he is about. The species is also doubly con- 
spicuous, since both male and female have the bright crim- 
son head. They are, in fact, one of the exceptions that prove 
the old rule: “The male is always the most beautiful of 
the species.” Because they do spend much time in the 
open, these woodpeckers have always been subject to perse- 
cution by small boys armed with .22s and BB rifles—and 
even adults armed with shotguns. I believe, however, that 
there must be some other ecological factor than this to ac- 
count for the comparative scarcity of red-heade@ woodpeck- 
ers during the past two decades.

John Santangelo of Italy Found America So, Is Now Sponsoring Hundreds of Immigrants

NEW YORK, May 19. 


Santangelo never had 

enough to eat. His famil: 
lived in a one-room farmhouse 
and he and three of his seven 
brothers slept in one bed. He 
had no shoes until he was 13 
vears old and never saw an 
electric light until he was 
called up for service in the 
Italian army. He was never in- 
side a schoolhouse and was a 
grown man before he learned 
to write little more than his 
own name. 

Today Santangelo is a multl- 
millionaire. Head of a vast pub- 
lishing business at nearby 
Derby, Conn., that prints 12.,- 
000,000 song-lyrics, comics. and 
fan magazines a month. kindly, 
57-year-old “Uncle John,” as 
his more than 450 emploves call 
him, arrived in this country 
just 33 vears ago with only a 
few dollars in his pocket 

As time passed and he be- 
gan to prosper in America, he 
promised himself that someday 
he would trv to give other Ital- 
ians a chance at the opportuni- 
ties to be found on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

Santangelo is now realizing 
his dream, and in a big way. He 
is currently sponsoring 208 
Italian families, totaling some 
1400 men, women and children, 
heing admitted to the United 
States under the Refugee Relief 
Act 

Uncle John’s immigrants 


As a kid over In Italy, John 


form the largest group ever 
sponsored for United States 
entry by a private American 


citizen. As the families arrive, 
25 and 30 at a time, he is seeing 
to it that they are settled in 
homes he is providing for them 
in the Derby community. Jobs 
for all male immigrants of 
working age are waiting in his 
printing and publishing estab- 
lishment. By the end of sum- 
mer the immense amount of red 
tape connected with the under- 
taking will have been finally 
cut and all 1400 immigrants will 
have taken up their new lives 
in the United States 

“IT want these families to 
come here so their children can 
enjov the wonderful life in this 
country that my own children 
have Santangelo said

“Two things I can say.” he 
smiled. “One is that I have 
never borrowed a dime. The 
other is that I have never brok- 
en my word.” 

In sharp contrast to the big 
business man of today was the 
24-year-old Italian farm hand 
who arrived in the United 
States in 1923 with $20 in his 
pocket. He spoke no English 
in Norwalk, Conn., where he 
had a brother who had come 
to this country a few years 
earlier, he obtained a job in a 
tire company, prying old casing 
off rims at 40 cents and hour 
When John's left hand was al- 
most cut to ribbons by the tire 
iron. he left to find work in 
New York.

HE Bach Concertos for 

three and four pianos are, 

for obvious reasons, the 
least played and the least 
known of his keyboard works. 
A recording which offers the 
concertos in ‘C Major and D 
Minor for three pianos and or- 
chestra and the A Minor con- 
certo for four pianos and or- 
chestra is therefore both novel 
and intrinsically interesting for 
these are truly representative 
works. The concerto for four 
pianos was adapted from Vival- 
dis concerto for four violins 
and, except for the change of 
key and timbre, is. virtually 
identical with its prototype in 
the first and third movements.

of an artist, but most of 
them are not negotiable. They 
cannot be hocked or used to 
buy things at the grocery store 
A survey in the 1940s indicated 
that the average annual income 
of professional artists in the 
United States was $14, which 
works out to about 5 cents a 
day. 


If the statistics developed by 
Elizabeth McCausland in 1947 
are applicable now, the inflation 
factor brings the artist's daily 
income to 10 or 15 cents, stil! 

The vast 
majority of artists, now as in 
the past, teach or do other types 
of work to earn their living

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Wake Forest College to Move 
To New Campus 110 Miles Away 


Foundation Offer of $500,000 Annually 


Required Transfer of Entire Insti- 
tution to Winston-Salem, N. C.

WAKE FOREST, N.C., May 
19 (AP)—Commencement this 
spring will be both an ending 
and a beginning for Wake For- 
est College. 

When seniors receive their 
diplomas Monday, the Baptist 
institution will end 122 years 
on the Magnolia-shaded campus 
here. 

Summer school classes will 
begin on June 18 in a new $19,- 
000,000 plant 110 miles west in 
Winston-Salem. 

In the 27-day interval, the 
entire college—leaving only the 
campus and the buildings—must 
be packed and transported to 
its new home. All college furni- 
ture and equipment and the 
household belongings of some 
90 faculty members must be 
moved. 

The big operation started roll- 
ing May 1. Robert G. Deyton, 
college vice president and con- 
troller estimates about a month 
Will be needed to complete the 
job. 

Ten Years of Planning. 

Ten years of planning have 
gone in®& Wake Forest's trans- 
fer from this rural village of 
about 3000 to Winston-Salem, 
an industrial center of some 
90.900 population. 

The road was prepared by 
the R. J. Reynolds tobacco for- 
tune. On condition that the 
college move to Winston-Salem. 
the Z. Smith Reynolds founda- 
tion offered annual income of 
$550,000 “in perpetuity.” (The 
amount last year was increased 
to $500,000.) Another Reynolds 
heir made available 325 acres 
of the family estate as a stite. 

The Baptist state convention, 
representing the denomination 
in North Carolina, accepted the 
offers at a special] meeting in 
the summer of 1946. 

After five years of planning 
and fund-raising, former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman turned 
the ceremonial first spade of 
earth to begin construction on 
the new campus in 1952 

Transplanting the college 
from its birthplace pulls at the 


hearts of many Baptists, includ- 
ing faculty members and towns- 
people 


Not Dismayed at Task. 

Most misgivings now have 
been buried, and the move. is 
faced in the spirit of “the 
greatest adventure in Christian 
higher education in America,” 
the descriptive phrase applied 
by President Harold W. Tribble. 

Deyton, in charge of the ac- 
tual moving job, is not dis- 
mayed at the task of packing 
and shipping an entire college. 
Private truckers have been en- 
gaged to handle the hauling, he 
said. 

“With a large number of 
haulers working at it, we should 
be through” in time for sum- 
mer school, he explains. 

The magnolias which adorn 
the old campus in large num- 
bers already are represented at 
the new location. Students took 
care of that by transplanting a 
seedling near the chapel which 
centers the Winston-Salem 
campus. 

Arch to Be Transferred. 

Other landmarks also may 
make the trip. Members of the 
class of 1909 have announced 
plans to transfer a granite arch, 
their gift to the college and a 
fixture on the old campus. 

Intangibles of tradition and 
associations will be transferred, 
too. according to college of- 
ficials. 

“Bricks and stones do not 
make a college,” said Prof. Jas- 
per L. Memory Jr., an alumnus 
and a faculty member for 27 
vears. “Individuals do that. It 
is through people that you pass 
on traditions.” 

"Memery’t father attended 
Wake Forest and his son now 
is a senior. He points out that 
practically the entire faculty, 
including several on the edge of 
retirement, are following the 
college. 

Even by Memory’s standard, 
the college will leave behind 
something of its heritage in 
men long associated with it. 

An example is Dr, Hubert 
Poteat, whose father was Wake 
Forest president for 22 years. 
Dr. Poteat is rounding out half 
a century as one of the college's 
best known teachers 

“You can’t pack tradition in 
boxes. like books, and ship it 
100 miles away,” he said. In 
spite of that, the college admin- 
istration is making “every hu- 
man effort” to carry the spirit 
of Wake Forest into its “great 
future,” he declared. 

“I'm just sorry the calendar 
has caught up with me and I 
can't go along,” he added. Dr. 
Poteat, 69, was advised by doc- 
tors not to make the shift to 
Winston-Salem because of a 
heart condition. 

Seminary to Move In. 

There was no village of Wake 
Forest before there was the col- 
lege. What will be left when it 
is gone? 

Part of the answer is South- 
eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, which will take over 
the campus and buildings. The 
seminary has been sharing the 
plant since 1951 and now has an 
enrollment of 500 students. It 
is expected to expand rapidly 
with full use of the property. 

Merchants look for a period 
of economic adjustment to the 
loss of Wake Forest's approx- 
imately 1500 students. Jake 
Hartsfield, a college graduate 
and Chamber of Commerce sec- 
retary, is leading efforts to at- 
tract an industry which might 
help fill the gap. 


“I think the move is a mis- 


take,” said Hartsfield, whose 
family has lived nearby for 
generations. “But we're not 
crying about it. I don't think 


it will hurt the town in the long 


run,” he added. 


For the college, a future of | 


wider service is opening, ac- 


eording to President Tribble. 
He estimates a 25 per cent in- | 


crease in the faculty will be 
Mecessary, along with higher 


faculty salaries and funds to 
continue the construction pro- 
gram. 

The move is reminiscent of 
the boost another North Caro- 
lina tobacco fortune gave to 
higher education in the state. 
The Duke family of Durham 
provided the funds for the ex- 
tensive plant which changed 
Trinity College into Duke Uni- 
verity. 


Problem for Aramburu. 

BUENOS AIRES, May 19 
(AP)—Many are wondering if 
President Pedro Aramburu will 
attend the meeting of American 
presidents in Panama next 
month. If he goes, Aramburu, 
a leader of the revolt against 
Ex-President Juan D. Peron, 
will find himself on the same 


soil where the ousted dictator 


is in exile. Aramburu has not 
announced his decision. 
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— Ty aia : eae OF 9 PCT. AMONG 
JUVENILES IN 1955 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP) 
—Dr. Martha M. Eliot, chief of 
the Children’s Bureau, reported 
today that juvenile delinquency 
increased 9 per cent last year 
over 1954. 

Nearly half a million children 
{n the 10-to-17 age group were 
brought into juvenile courts, 
although some of the offenses 
were not serious enough to war- 
rant court action. 

Dr. Eliot pointed out that dur- 
ing the year the child popula- 
tion in the 10-17 group in- 
creased about 3 per cent. She 
also remarked that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation report- 
ed an 11.4 per cent increase in 
police arrests of youngsters un- 
der 18 in 1955. The FBI report 
was based on data from 1162 
cities. 

Eliot said the Children’s Bu- 
reau has been receiving an in- 
creasing number of requests for 
help from states and communi- 
ties which are trying to plan 


more effectively for delin- 
quents. 
“Hopefully, as we move 


ahead, the joint efforts of local, 
state and federal groups can 
pull the delinquency rate down,” 
she said.

Of special interest to many gar- 
deners were the reports of 
“chief testers’ who co-ordinate 
the plant-testing program of the 
Men's Gardén Clubs 


One of the plant reports, giv- 
en by Hrano Hampikian, De- 
troit landscape architect and 


city planner, was an illustrated 
lecture on “Shrub Aristocrats,” 
as distinguished from less desir- 
able “scrubs” —old fashioned 
spirea and barberry. 

It pays to select shrubs of 
true quality, Hampikian said. 
“Then look to the design and 
take pains to form congenial 
groupings of shrubs and trees. 
Large associations of friendly 
plants are more attractive. 

Sure to Thrive. 

“For example, dogwoods like 
acid soils, and so do azaleas, 
rhododendrons, leucothoe and 
mountain laurel. All of these 
plants grow weli together. De- 
sign the garden for a proper 
planting and a proper stage set- 
ting.” 

Although Hampikian  con- 
ceded that his plant list was a 
regional one that he had found 
specially suited to the Detroit 
area, many of these “aristo- 
crats” can be grown with ease 
right here in St. Louis. At any 
rate, the following deciduous 
plants are almost sure to thrive 
here: 

Fragrant sumac (Rhus aro- 
matica), which has fine foliage 
and colorful fruits, and grows 
well clear to the ground; Shin- 
ing sumac (Rhus copallina), a 
larger plant with splendid scar- 
let coloring in the fall; Beauty- 
bush (Kolkwitzia §amabilis), 
which has profuse pink blooms 
in May and fragrant flowers, 
leaves and stems; Japanese 
quince (Chaenomeles lagenaris) 
with its vivid bloom and attrac- 
tive low growth. 

Various types of deciduous 
euonymus, which have bright 
berries and fine autumn color- 
ing; the red chokeberry (Aronia 
arbutifulia) with its heavy crops 
of shining red berries; various 
kinds of cotoneaster, all notable 
for decorative leaves and fruits. 

Likes Broad Leaves. 

Deutzia lemoinei, which is a 
good “skirt” shrub to plant in 
front of tall, leggy shrubs; the 
little-leaf lilac (Syringa micro- 
phylia), with very small leaves 
and coral pink flower clusters 
on almost every branch; Spirea 
wallufi, an improvement over 
the older Anthony Waterer; 
many fine viburnums, such as 
the black haw, the withe-rod 
viburnum (V. cassinoides): and 
the Doublefile viburnums (V. 
tomentosum); the deciduous 
Flame azaleas; the Star mag- 
nolia (M. stellata), which is 
really a small tree. 

Hampikian would also include 
many broad-leaved evergreens 
(as well as some that are nearly 
evergreen). Among the ones 
that grow well here are fire- 
thorn (Pyracantha coccinea, 
which seems hardier than the 
erect lalandi); Snow, a white 
Kurume azalea; and the Oregon 
grape holly (Mahonia aquifo- 
lium). 

Somewhat more exacting in 
their requirements are the 
drooping leucothoe (L. cates- 
baei’, mountain laurel (Kalmia 
latifolia) and February Daphne 
(D. mexereum). 

New Vegetables. 

A list of promising new vege- 
tables, as recommended by the 
official testers, was given by 
Fred F. Rockwell, senior editor 
of Flower Grower magazine. It 
is difficult to pry gardeners 
away from favorite old varie- 
ties, he reported, so the acid 
test was this question, “Will you 
grow it again?” 

A new green bean, Tender- 
best, was recommended by 
many testers, and Burpee's 
Golden pole bean was another 
favorite. The best rating for 
new tomatoes went to Burpee's 
Big Early. Although many test- 
ers didn't vote for the Burpee 
hybrid canteloupe, Rockwell 
pronounced it at least the equal 
of any other he had grown.

Difference in 
FHA and VA 
Costs Shown 


By ROBERT F. MORRISON 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) 
Studies by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and the Federal 
Housing Administration give a 
good idea of what a large por- 
tion of the home-buying public 

is like. 


Purchasers of new homes 
using VA-backed mortgages 
last year averaged about 32 
years of age. The average FHA- 
insured mortgage home buyer 
was about three years older. 


The difference was due chief- 


ly to the lower down payments 
required by VA which permits 
younger ex-G.1L.’s to buy homes 
without prolonged saving. 

The average price for new 
homes purchased under the 
VA's program was $11,800 com- 


pared with FHA’s $12,110. 
Down payments are harder 
to compare because, before last 
summer, VA guaranteed mort- 
gages without down payments. 
However down payments for 
those who made them averaged 


slightly more than $1400. For 
FHA-insured mortgages down 
payment averaged around 
$1815. Neither figure includes 


settlement or closing costs. 
The veterans’ average month- 

lv bill to run his house, includ- 

ing payments on interest and 


principal, taxes, utilities and a 
portion set aside “y mainte- 
nance, totaled $96.7 For an 
FHA mortgage this was about 
$98

additional mortgage insurance 
premium FHA home buyers 
must pay. 

Incomes of G.I. buyers, be- 
fore taxes, averaged $500.80 a 
month. For FHA home buyers 
the after-tax monthly . income 
figure was about $458.: 

Monthly Cost Up. 

The monthly cost of running 
the house has been increasing 
steadily in the postwar years. 
From 1954 to 1955 average 
FHA payments went up about 
$6. For FHA home buyers this 
vear-to-year increase was about 
$5. 

A further 


increase is ex- 


pected this year as the price 


of homes goes up, reflecting 
higher labor, material and land 
costs. 

The fact that more wives 
work today than ever before 
complicates the picture. If a 
working wife is beyond the 
child-bearing age or able to 
continue working indefinitely, 
her husband can expect ap- 
proval of a bigger mortgage. 
However if a wife is working 
only temporarily, lenders tend 
to discount her addition to the 
family pocketbook.

St. Louis Zoo’s Chimps Are Entertaining Their Audience 
From Aboard a Showboat in Forest Park

HIMPANZEES, BY NATURE, 
@ aren't fond of being around 
the water. There must be, 
therefore, a waterproof reason why 
a dozen chimps of the St. Louis Zoo 
have taken to a boat for the sum- 
mer. And there is. This boat isn't 
the floating kind, but rather is 
moored by nails to the stage of the 
zoo’s chimp show arena in Forest 
Park. The nearest water is in the 
moat purposely located in front of 
the stage to discourage the chimps 
from leaping into the audience. 

Because St. Louis is rich in 
Mississippi River tradition and 
since these chimps are actors, it 
logically follows that their hoat 
should be a showboat. In the dou- 
ble role of crew and cast, the 
chimps do the piloting, pull the 
rope that sounds the whistle, loll 
on deck, ride a motorscooter and 
bicycles, jump on “water skis” 
equipped with skate wheels, pan- 
tomime a song, go through the mo- 
tions of playing music from a 
bandstand. There’s even a banjo 
player aboard. 

This season, for the first time, 
curtains are opened and closed at 
intervals during the show. These 
and the showboat set were de- 
signed by Fred Conway, noted 
American .muralist and instructor 
of advanced painting at Washing- 
ton University. Chimpanzee Show- 
boat, as the act is called, lasts 
about 35 minutes, is given at 12 
noon and 3:30 pm. Tuesday 
through Saturday, and at noon, 2 
and 4 o'clock on Sunday. Mon- 
day is a holiday—shore leave—for 
showboat crew and cast.

ITH MANY HIGH HOPES and a few 

misgivings the St. Louis Public 

Schools last fall started special 
classes for exceptionally intelligent sixth 
graders. This was part of a new Major 
Learning Program. The plan succeeded 
(the title did not), and things have run quite 
smoothly in the “brain rooms.” This un- 
official “brain rooms” designation sprang 
up in the schools, and administrators—who 
themselves stick to official terminology— 


are pleased by the rather matter - of - fact 


way the informal name is used by pupils 
in the regular classes. 

Among the unknown factors in estab- 
lishing the program was whether the spe- 
cial classes would create pupil antagonisms. 
The children in the regular and special 
rooms have gotten along fine, which comes 
as no surprise to some with long and close 
experience with grade school youngsters. 

“One reason for lack of jealousy on the 
part of the regular pupils and for absence 
of conceit on the part of the especially 
gifted children,” said a former teacher now 
doing other work in the system, “might be 
the fact that little emphasis on brainpower 
is given in one child's evaluation of an- 
other. How far he can throw a ball seems 
more important.” 


Parental acceptance also has been 
gratifying. Enrollment was at parents’ op- 
tion, and of 332 children found eligible for 
the program 280 were registered. This de 
spite the fact that the classes were estab- 
lished in only nine of the city’s 105 elemen- 
tary school districts, which meant changing 
schools for children in districts that did not 
have the classes. During the school year 
only two pupils have been returned to reg- 
ular classes at the request of parents, and 
only five have been sent back because they 
could not make the grade. The prospect of 
shifting schools was a principal objection 
among parents who did not enroll their 
children. 

What of the youngsters themselves? 
How do they like the “brain rooms’? For 
the most part, they seem to like them better 
than they did their regular classes. Some, 


however, found the transition painful. 
Scholastic leadership, which was easy be- 
fore, suddenly became difficult or impos- 
sible. Because the regular work was sim- 
ple for them, some of the children had de- 
veloped poor study habits and found the 
going tough when they had to study seri- 
ously to keep pace. However, school ad- 
ministrators argue that such adjustments 
are better made early in school life—rather 
than in high school or college, where in 
some cases it is too late. 


The pupils take regular sixth-grade 
subjects plus French, but their work is en- 
riched and supplemented to challenge their 
intelligence. Their 1Q.s range from 125, 
minimum required, to 171. Only about 2 
per cent of the population fall in the 125-or- 
higher bracket, the average I.Q. being 100. 

“They read and spell well, and on the 
whole are good in language, so we do not 
need to devote as much time to drill as we 
do with normal classes,” one of the teach- 
ers said. This leaves ample time for sup- 
plementary work. 

The children’s quickness to learn often 
is matched by a quickness of wit. In one 
geography session a pupil, drawing various 
land formations on the blackboard, outlined 
a plateau. From the back of the room a 
class member, who apparently still had 
time to watch TV quiz programs, remarked: 
“He's now at the first plateau.” 

Superintendent of Instruction oe J. 
Hickey says, ‘The program's success has 
exceeded our expectations. We are so sat- 
isfied that we will add seventh-grade 
classes this fall.” Plans call for establish- 
ment of special eighth - grade classes in the 
1957-58 school year to link up with the high 
school program for especially gifted stu- 
dents, started last autumn. 

Just how the special sixth graders have 
progressed as compared with regular pupils 
will be determined from extensive tests 
given last week. Meanwhile, with the first 
year of the Major Learning Program almost 
over, the school people feel much like the 
boy at the blackboard in the geography 
class. They have reached the first plateau.

Bow of the Howard Olson 
slowly sinks in a sea awash 
with debris after the lumber 
schooner had been rammed 
and sliced in two by another 
ship. Early last Monday the 
2477-ton Olson was plow- 
ing through calm and famil- 
iar sea, en route from Los 
Angeles to Coos Bay, Ore- 
gon. She carried a crew of 
29 men, but no cargo. Out 
of the predawn darkness 
loomed the 10,662-ton Ma- 
rine Leopard, a freighter 
bound from San Francisco 
for the East Coast. The 
larger ship rammed into the 
smaller Olson amidships, 
cutting her in half. Four 
seamen of the Olson were 
killed. Twenty-five of. her 
crewmen were rescued by 
the Leopard; a freighter, a 
tug, a tanker and cutters of 
the Coast Guard came to 
help on the busy seaway 
eight miles south of Point 
Sur, California. One of the 
rescued men was seriously 
injured. None of the Leop- 
ard’s men were hurt. With 
a rent in her battered bow, 
the 496 - foot freighter limped 
back to port. The afterend 
of the 253-foot Olson quickly 
sank; the bow went down 
about five hours later.

N THE THEORY that even people who have 
“everything” are unlikely to have any dino 
saur tracks around the house, Carlton Nash 

of South Hadley, Massachusetts, has built up a 
thriving gift-shop business in»supplying this lack. 
Nash’s stock in trade is footprints left in the mud 
of what is now the Connecticut River Valley by the 
prehistoric creatures. The mud hardened into shale 
and the preserved footprints are as clearly outlined 
as the day the dinosaurs were on the prowl. Nash 
carefully quarries the thin layers of shale and sells 
the prints for $6 to $100 each, according to size. 

He offers the tracks for sale, singly or in sets, 

as conversation pieces, book ends, paperweights, 
garden curios. His customers seem to have no trou- 
ble in devising other ways to make use of them.

OR OCCASIONS when a nourishing, one-dish meal is in- 
dicated, a baked sweet potato-crusted pork pie fills the 
bill nicely. Miss Merle Tubbesing, comptometer operator 

for a St. Louis chemical firm, prepares this dish for special 
luncheons served by the Red Cross Volunteer Canteen at par- 
ties for patients in veterans’ hospitals. Because it can be 
readily cooked in field kitchens, the pie also is served at dis- 
aster scenes. 

After cutting meat into cubes, Miss Tubbesing cooks it 
with bay leaf, peppercorns, salt and parsley, in water to cover, 
until tender. Onions and cut celery are sauteed in fat until 
lightly yellowed, then flour is stirred in. Stock strained from 
the meat is added, and mixture is cooked until thickened, 
stirring constantly. The meat is put in. To make crust, flour, 
baking powder and salt are blended with shortening, then 
mashed sweet potatoes and milk are added, and mixture is 
kneaded for about 20 seconds. Dough is rolled on floured 
canvas to one- half-inch thickness and cut with large biscuit 
cutter. Meat combined with onion and celery mixture is 
placed in baking dish in alternate layers with sliced apples, 
then topped with rounds of sweet potato crust and baked in 
450 - degree oven for about 30 minutes. Serves six.

We 
all owe a debt of gratitude to those who set it there so 
many years ago. And it ts the duty of all of us to see to 
it that-it does not go out.

___.. Because atomic warfare offers so many new problems, U.S. Army 


planners here are coming up with some of the darnedest aircraft 
ever conceived. On this page are artists’ conceptions of three 
which will be flying within 18 months (and which also may well 
be the forerunners of tomorrow’s private planes). 

As Army strategists see it, future battlefields will extend for 
hundreds of miles; that means troops will be scattered over a vast 
area. “We must be highly mobile,” a spokesman told PARADE. 
“To concentrate troops for any length of time could be fatal. If 
an atomic shell landed —-” He didn’t need to finish. 

Our new, dispersed atomic Army must be supplied by fast, low- 
flying planes freed from formal airfields with their long runways 
and fixed installations. Thus, Army designers have produced the 


weird but efficient “family” of planes illustrated here — the “jeeps” . 


of atomic warfare. They will be rugged, maneuverable, versatile; 
cheap to produce, easy to operate and maintain. They will fly 
faster than a helicopter. For tactical purposes they will hug the 
ground, hopping over obstacles like giant grasshoppers. 

Two scientific breakthroughs have made these new planes pos- 
sible: 1) development of small gas-turbine engines which produce 
twice as rmuch horsepower for their weight as conventional small 
piston engines; 2) development of high-lift devices, such as ducted 
fans and double-hinged flaps, which make possible near-vertical 
takeoffs. The planes may be made of nonmetallic materials, such 
as plastic or rubber, to speed up manufacturing time — and reduce 
odds of radar detection. 

Such a plane can land in a small clearing, be hidden under 
the nearest available tree. Adds an Army colonel: “These planes 
could quickly move an artillery battery — say, our guided-missile 
site. They could deliver agents behind enemy lines, fly medical 
supplies to isolated places, evacuate wounded, carry a TV camera 
to spot enemy targets, deliver atomic warheads to our atomic 
artillery sites.” 

Army officers stress: “These planes are no competition to the 
Air Force. We believe the top speed doesn’t have to be more than 
350 mph. At that speed and the treetop altitudes, they'll be immune 
from anti-aircraft fire. While the Air Force is flying as high as she 
can, we want to fly as low as we can. But we'll both be fighting the 
war in our own way.”

HOLLYWOOD. 
UDGING BY THE early box-office returns 
on The Man in the Gray Flannel Suit 
and the advance ballyhoo on the soon- 

to-be-released Moby Dick, the most popular 

motion-picture star of 1956 will almost surely 
be Eldred Gregory Peck. 

And deservedly so. At 40, after 21 profit- 
able films (not counting these two) and 13 
eventful years in the movie game, this gaunt, 
- inscrutable leading man has come to be rec- 
ognized as one of Hollywood's most careful, 
conscientious and industrious actors. 

During the filming.of Flannel Suit, for 
example, Peck stayed awake nights devising 
what actors call bits of business —- manner- 
isms, movements, even lines to make the 
characterization more interesting, more com- 
plete. If called upon to play a scene which 
he considered trite, he would politely insist 
that a more original approach be taken. 

“Greg is one actor,” says Nunnally John- 
son, who wrote and directed the picture, “who 
simply refuses to take the casy way out. 
He just will not act a part in a hackneyed 
way. He tries to make it different, to infuse 


- 


it with dimension. He’s a meticulous crafts- 
man. 

“In Flannel Suit we had a flashback in 
which Greg hurls a hand grenade that kills 
his buddy. He refuses to believe the soldier 
is dead until he himself can carry him to a 
doctor in the rear area. Now, I was willing 
to let Greg carry his dead buddy in a Fire- 
man’s Lift, the body slung across his shoul- 
ders. He wouldn't have it. It would be much 
more effective, he insisted, if he carried the 
soldier cradled in his arms. It was back- 
breaking that way, but it also was more 
dramatic and more effective, and Greg sized 
that up instantly.” 

Peck’s painstaking dedication to detail is 
famous here. Directors and players who have 
worked with him — John Huston, Alfred 
Hitchcock, Ingrid Bergman, Ethe! Barry- 
more, Ava Gardaer, Charles Laughioa — 
agree with Johnson's assertion: “Greg Peck 
works harder than practically any other actor 
in the world.” 

An intelligent, somber and sensitive man 
with a simple credo —- “I take my work very 
seriously” — Peck is so fiercely proud of his 


reputation as a cooperative and hard-work- 
ing actor that the only time he ever threat- 


ened to sue anyone was two years ago when 


he felt that his reputation had been jeopard- 
ized. 

The occasion was a Hollywood trade 
paper's erroneous report that Peck had been 
fighting with Johnson on the production of 
Night People in Munich, Germany. George 
Chasen, Peck’s watchful agent, cabled him a 
quotation from the paper. Peck read it. and 
his face crimsoned. Marching to Johnson, he 
thrust the cable in front of him and de- 
manded: “Have you and I ever fought?” 

Johnson glanced at the cable, then ad- 
vised Peck to forget it. 

“Not on your life,” Peck reportedly 
stormed. “I'm going to sue for libel. I think | 
can collect. They're damaging my reputation 
as a professional actor. I’ve never fought 
with a director or held up production in my 
hfe.” 

“If you feel that strongly about it,” John- 
son conceded, “I'll be your first witness.” 

Later Peck relented and_ reluctantly 
dropped the idea, but the item roiled him for 
weeks. 

Just why he feels so strongly about this ts 
something of a puzaler to his Colleagues here 
Some feel that Peck —a rangy, virile man 
who stands 6’ 3”, weighs 185 — 1s actually a 
complex, bedeviled personality, filled with 
self-doubt concerning his basic acting ability 
They point to a significant fact: that no critic 
of recognized stature has ever described any 
Peck performance as truly great. “Good” and 
“adequate” are the two adjectives most fre- 
quently employed to praise his work. Inevit- 
ably, this must evoke a reaction in Peck 
himself. 

Says one director who has seen Moby 
Dick, “It’s a wonderful picture. But the -role 
of Captain Ahab gave Greg one of the choic- 
est dramatic opportunities of his life, and he 
flubbed it. He’s good instead of being great 

“As Melville wrote him, Ahab is a terrify- 
ing, vengeful man with a mind as twisted as 
his one-legged body. He’s drowning in his 
hatred for Moby Dick, the white whale that 
cost him his leg and scarred his face. It's a 
role that calls for fire, sweep, unbridled emo- 
tion. But Greg simply is not up to it. The 
man just cannot let himself go. There's a 
weight, a stone inside of him that holds him 
down. It’s not that he underplays where 
underplaying ts uncalled for, it’s simply that 
he cannot break the stranglehold inhibition 
has put on his emotions. 


Actor in Gray Flannel 


“In The Man in the Gray Flannel Suit, he 
is much better. Better because it’s a case of 
type-casting. Gregory Peck happens to be 
by nature the actor in the gray flannel suit. 
He’s stolid, conservative, hard-working. He 
gets $300,000 a picture, has organized his 
own production company, picks the best 
properties, hires a high-pressure press agent, 
insists upon the top directors, plays it cool 
and calmly. 

“Technically, mind you, he’s a darn good 
actor. But he’s not in the same acting league 


with Brando or Donat or Steiger or Tracy or 
March or any of the really first-rate people 
And in his heart I think he knows that.” 

A dramatics instructor, who taught him 
the rudiments of acting in New York 16 years 
ago after Peck had finished working as a 
World's Fair “talker” and a Radio City sight- 
seeing guide, offers a succinct wrap-up of 
the actor's histrionic ability. “Peck’s perform- 
ances,” he says, “are exactly like Peck - 
honest and workmanlike, humorless and un- 
inspired.” 

The public, of course, views Peck differ- 
ently. To the average film fan he represents 
a handsome cross between Abraham Lincoln 
and Gary Cooper. He ts the romantic young 
American who dies gloriously or who sur- 
mounts all obstacles in a manner designed to 
stimulate the female while not antagonizing 
the male. He inspires confidence and trust 

As one Los Angeles theater manager puts 
it: “Peck’s name on, our marquee is the best 
box-office insurance we can have. Thousands 
of women in this neighborhood, I guess in 
every neighborhood, feel that here is one guy 
who would sooner chop off his right arm than 
cheat on his wife. He seems so romantically 
righteous.” 


The Hollywood View 


In Hollywood, however, Gregory Peck the 
man is held in no such venerable light. He is 
considered an intelligent individual of quiet 
talent who lives within himself, a humorless 
actor who has few close friends, a wonderful 
father and a moody husband, an introvert 
who has never shared his pleasures or pains 
with the press or the public and never in- 
tends to. 

When Alfred Hitchcock was asked if he 
knew or could recall anything warm or hu- 
morous about the actor, his reply was that 
Peck was “probably the most anecdoteless 
man” in the motion-picture industry. 

Nunnally Johnson, one of this town’s lead- 
ing humorists, when presented with the same 
question, hedged with, “Greg is not a gag or 
joke man. His outstanding traits are integrity, 
honesty and conscientiousness. While these 
are not the most lovable or quotable charac- 
teristics, they are extremely admirable.” 

Women interviewers for the fan magazines 
report that it is easier to mine diamonds than 
to get quotable sentences out of Peck. Usually 
they approach a star and say, “Do you mind 
if | ask you a personal question?” Peck’'s 
stock answer is, “Not at all, if you don't mind 
my not answering it.” Currently he refuses 
to let his new wife, 24-year-old Veronique 
Passani (left and cover) — whom, irbnically, 
he met when she interviewed him in 1953 
aS a part-time jourgalist for the Paris Presse 
— be interviewed at all. As one result, pre- 
cious little truth is printed about his private 
life. 

Yet there are those who know him well 
and don't mind venturing comment. One 
friend, who attended the Neighborhood 
Playhouse in New York with Peck, says; 
“The only time I recall this guy ever letting 
loose, I mean giving vent to his feelings, was 
years ago in Manhattan, around 1940 or ‘41

when he was a struggling young actor. He 
was in love for a week with a very rich and 
homely girl. | think her name was Betty. 

“Anyway, he was riding on one of those 
Fifth Avenue double-decker buses. He was 
on the top deck. All of a sudden he slid down 
the pole to the: bottom deck and started 
shouting, ‘Look, Ma, I'm a blue-boid!’ That 
saying was very popular at the time, and 
Greg felt so good, so much in love that he 
just had to sing it out. 

“That's the only time I ever remember his 
being genuinely exuberant. Ordinarily he’s a 
fellow who keeps his emotions under lock 
and key. When Greta, his first wife, was preg- 
nant with Jonathan, their first child, Peck 
figured out five ways on the map he could 
rush her to the hospital when the time came. 
He’s that kind of methodical fellow who 
always keeps himself in check. 

“My own opinion is that he’s been carry- 
ing a monkey on his back for years.”” (This 
phrase, originally used to describe dope addic- 
tion, has become a show-business equivalent 
for “something is bothering him.”) “It may 
be that he has a guilt complex about straying 
from the Catholic church, which he did when 
he married Greta. Or it may be that he re- 
sents his father, who was an outstanding 
athlete while Greg was not. Or maybe the 
monkey can be found in his childhood.. .” 

It all began in La Jolla, Calif., a section 
of San Diego. Born there April 5, 1916- 
“He was a big baby,” claims his mother 
“Weighed 10 pounds” — Eldred Gregory 
Peck became the child of divorced parents 
when he was little more than 6 


Why Did They Split Up? 


His father, Gregory, a former crack ath- 
lete at the University of Michigan who owned 
and ran a drugstore and captained the San 
Diego rowing team in his spare time, was a 
tall, good-looking pharmacist who somehow 
couldn't get on with his St. Louis-born wife 
Some say the marriage foundered because 
Mrs. Peck had converted to Catholicism and 
then had come to resent the conversion. Of 
this, she herself maintains, “It's ridiculous 
gossip. Mr. Peck and I were just incompati- 
ble. Catholicism had nothing to do with Uf. 
One of Mr. Peck’s brothers is a priest in 
Porterville, California. And my conversion 
was considered necessary by the family for 
our marriage.” 

Once the divorce was granted, in any case, 
Bernice Peck took young Eldred to Los 
Angeles. There she enrolled him as a resident 
student in St. John’s Military Academy and 
got herself a receptionist’s job in an adver- 
tising agency. 

Of these formative years when he lived in 
military school, saw his mother on some 
week ends, visited his father on others, Peck 
understandably dislikes to speak. His father 
failed in business, later went to work for a 
drug house. His mother, living with a girl- 


friend to keep expenses down, earned very 
little money. At best, Peck’s life was insecure 
and lacking in day-to-day affection. 

At St. John’s he was “an above-average 
student who liked to play baseball.” One 
sister remembers him as “a little on the shy 
and moody side, tall for his age, with a high 
forehead, and his hair plastered straight 
back.” 

While still at St. John’s, Eldred (he never 
called himself Gregory until he was 24 and 
had decided on an acting career) learned that 
his mother was marrying again. Her new 
husband, Joseph Maysucci (now Maysuch), 
took the family back to La Jolla. Eldred was 
sent to San Diego High School, where he 
played baseball, sang in the glee club and 
showed no dramatic ability whatever. 

After graduation he enrolled in San Diego 
Teachers College. For two years he took pre- 
medical courses —- his father wanted him to

become a doctor — then quit to drive an oil 
truck and earn a few dollars. When he was 
told one day that after 20 years with the oil 
company he might earn as much as $300 a 
month, he followed his mother’s advice, quit 
the job and returned to school. This time he 
enrolled in the University of California at 
Berkeley, where he waited on table, lived in 
an off-campus boarding house, went out for 
crew (making second string) and fell in love 
with a coed. 

“When it came to girls,” remarks a former 
college mate, “Peck knew nothing. Today, 
despite his position, | understand he knows 
only slightly more.” a

OUTBOARD MOTORS contTINUED 


You can pick your motor from 100 models 


puttering around in a small rowboat or 
canoe. For this a 1.7 hp motor ($80) 
or a 3 hp motor ($125-$150) 1s ideal. 

2) For plowing around in a small 
rowboat at 8 or 9 mph, get a 5 to 7% 
hp motor ($164-$250). Eight miles an 
hour in a rowboat may not sound fast — 
but you feel like you're really traveling. 

3) For family “runabout” fun, use a 
motor of 72 hp or more in a boat spe- 
cially designed to plane on the surface. 
These can be rented at most lakes. A 10 
hp motor that whisks along at 20 mph 
might cost $240 to $321. 

4) For overnight, week-end or vaca- 
tion cruising, 15 to 40 hp gets you there 
fast. You may not want all your power 
in one engine. Two 10s make a good 
combination if you want to spend the 
money ($240 to $321 each). A 15 hp 
job might cost $335; a 30 hp, $462. 

5) For high-speed cruising, deep- 
water lake or ocean fishing, you'll want at 
least one 25 or 30 hp motor. A 10 hp 
“spare” is desirable. Many skippers now 
use boats strong enough for two 30 hp 
motors. A trip that takes 30 minutes with 
10 horsepower can be clicked off in 7 
minutes with 30 horsepower. 


Buying a Boat 


What about buying a boat? As with 
motors, your choice is limited only by 
your pocketbook. A used rowboat may 
cost you $25, a new one from $75 to 
$150. For $250 you can get a 14-foot. 
fast-planing runabout. A 16- to 21-foot 
family cruiser may run $450 to $2,400. 
One excellent 18-footer, tough enough 
for use even on the ocean, costs around 
$1,200. This is the “stripped” price; a 
toilet will cost $60 to $100 more, and 
incidentals another $150. Boats, like 
motors, can be financed. 

How fast can you go? With a 30 hp 
motor, an 18-foot family cruiser will 


skim along at 24 mph. With two engines, 
it will hit 30 mph. 

Do you have to live on the water? No. 
Sales of motors and boats are booming 
in Gesert-dry Phoenix, Ariz. Owners 
drive to lakes 100 miles away to use 
them. 

Where can you go? There are thous- 
ands of lakes and rivers, and thousands 
of miles of bays, sounds and inlets along 
the seaboard and the Great Lakes. Then 
there's Canada, which contains half the 
world’s fresh-water lakes. Some inland 
lakes have hundreds of miles of shore- 
line to explore. Sample: newly-opened 
Bull Shoals Lake in the Ozarks. Its shore- 
line measures 1,050 miles. 

Suppose you want to buy a boat of 
your own and take it along? Then buy or 
rent a trailer. Cost: $80 to $200. The new 
models are dressy enough to put behind 
the classiest car, roll smoothly, can be 
pulled at reasonable speed. 

What does it cost to run an outboard? 
A 3 hp motor holds .7 gallons of gas and 
oil. (Practically all outboards run on 
regular or marine gas mixed with a little 
oil.) It will hum along for four hours 
for $1. A 15 hp cruising motor will run 
three hours on six gallons of gas. 

How much maintenance does an out- 
board need? Practically none. You don't 
have to be a mechanic; many small boys 
keep their own motors in excellent con- 
dition by checking (or having them 
checked) once or twice a season. Wash 
and polish yours now and then. Lubricate 
it and clean the sparkplugs. Once a year, 
usually as cold weather begins, your 
motor should be “serviced.” This costs 
about $7.50 unless you do it yourself. 
Once a year, you may want to screw in 
new sparKplugs. Small engines have only 
one, medium engines two, a few big 
models four. 

What choice of engines do you have?

This year there are about 105 models, 
and 19 or 20 makers. 

Do you need boating experience? No. 
But have an experienced friend give you 
pointers and go along on your first 
couple of rides. Read a good boat man- 
ual. There are tricks to boating just as 
there are to driving a Car. 

Do you have to worry about getting 
“wrecked” or sunk? No. A boat, well- 
handled, is as safe as your home. Now 
and then your propeller may hit bottom 
That's not dangerous. Most motors have 
“shear pins.” These are little metal pins 
that snap when the propeller hits some- 
thing, thus keeping the propeller from 
breaking. When this happens, you just 
paddle to deeper water, slip in another 
pin and go on. 


When a Storm Comes 


What about storms? Avoid them. To- 
day's boats are tough, reliable, safe. But 
dont play with thunderstorms. Get 
ashore fast when dark clouds appear. 
even though they may seem far away. 

Any other cautions? Yes. Don't drop 
your motor overboard. Sound silly? It 
happens. Learn the right way to attach 
motor to boat; once it’s on, use a safety 
chain. Carry one life cushion (or jacket) 
for each person. Don't stand up. and 
don't allow hot-rodding. 

What about “boat-camping’”? Thou- 
sands of families are learning to do it 
You can tie your boat to a tree, and tent 
ashore, or put up a “boat tent” in your 
boat. And many boats, of course, have 
cabins big enough for two adults and a 
child. You can rent camping equipment, 
put most outhoard skippers buy theirs 

The only costs of a boat-camping va- 
cation are for food, a few dollars for gas 
and some spending money. It's just about 
the cheapest vacation you can find. And 
it’s fun! a

LINDENHURST, N.Y. 
The grim fireballer at left is Bobby An- 
derson, a shy, soft-spoken boy who's got a 
problem no teen-age expert has ever been 
asked to solve: at 13, he’s a has-been. 

Apple-cheeked Bobby has been batted 
out of the pitcher’s box by Father Time. 
In Little League games here last summer, 
Bobby’s fast ball blurred by the hitters, 
his bat smacked the ball at a .360 clip. But 
this February he became 13 — “Boy, that 
was one birthday I didn’t feel like celebrat- 
ing’’ —- and now he’s too old for the Little 
League season that started this month. 

To Bobby (“He lives for baseball,” says 
his mother) and hundreds of thousands of 
other graduating Little Leaguers, that’s 
much like having the world come to an 
end. Reason: In about three of every four

communities with Littl Leagve baseball, 
there’s nothing else in the way of a base- 
ball program for kids below 16. 

Made eager to play baseball by the 
Littke League, boys like seventh-grader 
Bobby face an exasperating wait of three 
or four years before they can try out for 
high-school or American Legion teams. 
Yet there’s nothing the Little League can 
do about it. Says Edward Kienle, a physi- 
cal-education teacher in the schools here 
and head of the local Little League: “Our 
diamonds are two-thirds the size of a regu- 
lation field. That's fine for boys 8 to 12, 
our age limits, but keeping a boy over 12 
on such a small field might hamper his 
development, besides not being fair to the 
smaller boys.” 

Not all American 13-year-olds are left

off the bases. Two leagues for kids be- 
tween 13 and 15 have sprung up since the 
Little League program swept the country 
after the war. One, the PONY (“Protect 
Our Nation’s Youth”) League, uses a dia- 
mond about three-quarters the size of a 
regulation field, takes boys 13 and 14. The 
Babe Ruth League plays on a regular-size 
diamond, is for boys 13, 14 and 15. 

But of the 500,000 boys now in the 
Little Leagues, only about 150,000 will 
get a chance to play in a Babe Ruth or 
PONY League. There are fewer such 
leagues because of a crying shortage of 
adults to set up and run the leagues in 
their communities. Explains Kienle: “It's 
very difficult to get people willing to vol- 
unteer their time, especially since most of 
the adults who would be willing are al- 
ready tied up in Little League work.” 

Unless a Babe Ruth or PONY League 
can be formed here in the next few weeks 
—and that’s just a slim possibility — 
Bobby Anderson will spend much of this 
summer watching instead of playing. 

“A lot of people,” he says, “can’t under- 
stand why us kids just don't choose up 
sides and play a game in a lot by ourselves 
— like they say they did when they were 
kids. But there’s not much fun for us in 
sandlot games after playing in the Little 
League. It’s not because we won't have 
uniforms either. In the Little League, if 
there was a close decision, the ump said 
safe or out and that was the end of it. But 
when the kids play among themselves, 


there’s always arguments and pretty soon 


you get tired of arguing and quit. 

“There's another thing, too. In the sand- 
lot games you can’t learn much from the 
other kids, but in the Little League you 
know you're getting taught right.” 

One of Bobby's friends, Frank Roman- 
elli, also 13, puts it this way: “The Little 
League games gave you something to look 
forward to. At night, when we didn’t have 
anything to do, it was fun just sitting 


have three other children) without base- 
ball games. “Sports — baseball, basketball 
and football — are Bobby’s only hob- 
bies,” says Mrs. Anderson. “He’s on the 
honor roll at school, but his teachers say 
he'd get higher marks if he thought less 
about baseball. He talks baseball morning, 
noon and night. His father’s a Giant fan, 
while Bobby’s for the Dodgers. Every 


night at the dinner table there’s a battle: 


Bobby will play a few games this sum- 
mer in a league run by the Youth Council, 
a Lindenhurst group that governs sum- 
mer recreation. “The only trouble,” says 
Kienle, “is that we don’t have enough 
adults to act as managers and umpires. As 
a result, the games just don’t have the 
same interest for the kids as the Little 
League and not near as many show up.” 

With the shortage of adults (““Too many 
parents are too busy making money to 
give time to their kids,” growls one Little 
League official here), Kienle has had his 
hands full operating the Little League. 
never mind starting a league for older 
kids. All told, he needs from 70 to 75 
adults to supervise the 320 Little Leaguers; 
each man gives up at least two or three 
evenings a week, and often Saturdays as 
well. 

One man, though, thinks he may have 
a solution — letting older high-school 
boys serve as umpires, thus freeing adults 


for managing the teams and running the 
league. 

“My son turned 13 this year,” says 
Arthur Ryan, 45, a Little League volun- 
teer. “Like Bobby, he’s the kind you can't 
get into the house to eat because ‘I’m up 
next inning.’ I talked to a number of 
fathers whose sons were also too old for 
the Little League and finally got 10 who 
Offered to help. We got information on 
how to set up a Babe Ruth League from 
some people who were running one in an- 
other part of Long Island. Then we con- 
tacted merchants and service clubs, who 
put up the money for equipment.” 

As plans now stand, Ryan hopes to 
Start his six-team Babe Ruth League — 
using older teenagers as umpires — by 
the middle of this summer. 

If Ryan is successful, Bobby and dozens 
of other boys here will be has-beens no 
longer. (The hope that he'll play again 
this summer delights Mrs. Anderson: “My 
husband and I have gone to see nearly 
every Little League game that Bobby’s 
been in.”) But Ryan believes that more 
than baseball is involved. “Being kept ac- 
tive in the summer is important for an 
energetic teenager,” he says. “Saying a 
boy is washed up at 13 may sound strange. 
but it’s our washed-up teenagers — the 
ones we've left with nothing to do — who 
become delinquents.” @

to 
reduce 
tension

Do you feel tense, worried, anxious, 
worn out most of the time? Do minor 
problems throw you into a tailspin? Do 
you find it difficult to get along with 
people? Do you go around with a chip 
on your shoulder? Do the small daily 
pleasures of life fail to satisfy you? 

If you answer “No” to all or most of 
these questions, you're lucky. And you 
might almost consider yourself an ex- 
ception, because millions of Americans 
are subject to frequent attacks of ten- 
sion and anxiety (we used to call it 
“nerves” ) — and hundreds of thousands 
are almost never free of this distressing 
condition. 

Today might be called the era of “no 
peace of mind.” Many people's tempers 
are short, their anxieties great, their 
lives charged with ever-increasing ten- 
sion. For many, the simple pleasures of 
life are inadequate, and there is a drive 
for the thrilling, the unusual, the dan- 
gerous. Instead of contentment, many 
of us are filled with feelings of fear and 
suspicion, of being trapped, cheated, de- 
prived — mistrustful of ourselves, mis- 
trustful of others. 

What Can we do about it? 

Often I have heard people say, “If 
only there were a peace-of-mind pill!” 
Unfortunately, there is no such pill. But 
there are many things — practical things 
—- which you can do to gain relief from 
a tortured, anxiety-ridden state of mind. 

Here are 12 suggestions: 


it out. Don't bottle it up. Confide your 
worry to some level-headed person you 
trust — your husband or wife, a good 
friend, your minister. Talking it out 


helps relieve the strain, lets you see your 
worry in a Clearer light. 

2 Anger as a general way of behavior 
will most hkely leave you feeling foolish— 
and sorry. If your anger is provoked and 
you feel like lashing out at someone, try 
holding off for a while — let it wait until 
tomorrow. Meanwhile, do something 
constructive with your anger — pitch into 
some physical activity like carpentry, 
gardening or cleaning out the garage. Or 
you might even take a long walk. Work- 
ing the anger out will leave you better 
prepared to handle real problems intel- 
hgently. 

3 If you quarrel frequently because 
you feel defiant, remember: That’s the 
way frustrated children behave. Stand 
your ground on what you are sure is 
right, but consider that you may be 
wrong. Even if you are dead right, it’s 
easier On your system to give in once in 
a while. If you yield, others will, too. 
The result is relief from tension, a feel- 
ing of achievement. 

4 If you worry about yourse// all the 
time, try doing something for somebody 
else. You'll find this will take the steam 
out of your Own worries and give you a 
feeling of satisfaction. 

S For people under tension, an ordi- 
nary work load may seem unbearable. 
But that is only a temporary condition. 
You can work your way out of it by tak- 
ing a few of the urgent tasks and pitch- 
ing into them, setting aside the rest for 
a time. Once in the swing of things, you'll 
find it wasn't such a “horrible mess” 
after all. The remaining tasks will go 
more easily. If you can’t set some aside, 
maybe you are tackling too much.

Do you drive yourself 
or feel frustrated ? 


6 Some people worry constantly because they think 
they are not achieving enough. They seek perfection in 
everything — which is an invitation to failure. If you are 
such a person, put your major effort into those things you 
do well. Do everything else to the best of your ability. Give 
yourself a pat on the back for things well done, but don't 
try to break records in everything you do. 

7 Some people feel frustrated or disappointed when an- 
other person does not “measure up.” The “other person” 
may be one you are trying to fit into a preconceived pattern, 
or trying to make over to suit yourself. Remember, each 
person has his own virtues, shortcomings, values — and the 
right to develop as an individual. People who feel let down 
by the shortcomings (real or imagined) of others are really 
let down about themselves. If you are tolerant of your own 
shortcomings, you're likely to feel tolerant about others: 

8 When things go wrong, tense people often fly into 
tantrums. A more productive reaction is to recognize that 
things can't go well all the time — that disappointment and 
failure are part of life. It is much healthier to accept them 
and work on from there than to fly apart. 

9 Sometimes, when things go wrong, it helps to escape 
for a while, to lose yourself in a movie, a book or a game. 
Making yourself “stand there and suffer” ts a form of self- 
punishment as well as punishment of others. It 1s realistic 
and healthy to want to escape pain, so escape — but be pre- 
pared to come back and deal with the difficulty when you 
are more composed 


How Do You See Yourself? 


10 Many of us often feel that we are being “left out,” 
slighted, rejected. Often we just imagine that, when in reality, 
it is we who are deprecating ourselves. Instead of withdraw- 
ing, it is much healthier and more practical to continue to 
“make yourself available,” to make some of the overtures, 
instead of always waiting to be asked. 

The opposite reaction to withdrawal is to push yourself 
forward on every occasion. This often is misinterpreted and 
may lead to real rejection. There is a middle ground between 
“withdrawal” and “pushing.” Try it. 

11 Many people drive themselves so hard that they have 
little time for recreation, an essential for good physical and 
mental health. Thus driven, they may find it hard to make 
themselves take time out. For such people, a set schedule — 
definite hours during which they will not work but will en- 
gage in recreation — is helpful. In general. it ts desirable 
to have a hobby which is absorbing and provides pleasure. 

12 Those under emotional tension often feel they “have 
to get there first” — to edge out the other person, no matter 
how insignificant the goal. If enough of us feel this way (and 
many of us do), everything becomes a mad race. There can 
be no peace of mind, only fear, suspicion and hostility, in 
this kind of atmosphere. But the urge to edge out the other 
fellow can be controlled. Destructive competition is con- 
tagious, but so is cooperation. When you give the other fel- 
low a break, you make things easier for yourself. If he no 
longer feels that you are a threat to him, he will stop being 
a threat to you. 

One final point: Each of us is responsible for the other 
person’s peace of mind. Troubled people are people in 
trouble. Many of the harmful things they do arise from 
fear, worry, emotional immaturity. In a troubled world, the 
least we can do for each other is to help with sympathy and

"Just Kept Plodding" 
Until Tapped for TV

NEW YORK, May 19 


ACH WEEK the television dials in nine and one-half million American homes are 


tuned in to “The Lawrence Welk 


(KSD-TV, 11:15 p.m. Mondays). This 


pleases and still surprises bandleader Welk who plodded along for 25 years \ with 


only modest success until television 
tapped him for nation- wide fame 
"| think | can safely say that more 


people listen to my music during a 
single hour network show on TV than 
heard my orchestra throughout my 
whole past career,’ says this one-time 
North Dakota farm boy whose “Cham- 
pagne Music” has brought family danc- 
ing back to the living room. There 
were the early years of playing for 
schoo! and smali-town dances that drew 
anywhere from 25 to 200 people. There 
were et least 10 years on the road 
when we played nothing but one- 
nighters. | think we played more one- 
nighters than any band in the business. 
We just plodded along.” 
> 7 > 

REAL SUCCESS caught up with 
Welk only last summer. Playing on a 
local Los Angeles program. he was 
signed for a six-week test on the ABC- 
TV network. Show business weisen- 
heimers said he'd never mate it. His 
show didn't have any gimmicks. What 
it needed was some big, splashy pro- 
duction numbers to hold audience at- 
tention. Welk refused to “smarten up” 
his show. He just went along playing 
good dance music and featuring Alice 
Lon as his singer, and week by week 
his audience grew. At the end of his 
sixth week, his sponsor took a look at 
the ratings and signed him to a long- 
term contract. 

On «@ recent visit to New York for a 
special appearance at Madison Square 
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Garden, Welk recalled some of the 
amusing experiences of his barnstorm- 
ing days. On one occasion, he said, 
all of the members of his then six- 
piece band left him. They said he was 
nothing but a farmer and would never 
get anywhere in the show business. 
There was another occasion years ago 
when he and his orchestra played in 
St. Louis. A newspaper critic wrote that 
Welk's “champagne music’ reminded 
him not so much of champagne as of 
flat beer 

Nothing ever stopped me for long 
Welk said. “| just kept on plogding 
aiong. 


- BORN ON A small farm near Stras- 
burg, N. D. Welk inherited a love 
of music trom his father. who had come 
to America from Alsace-Lorraine in 
1878. One of eight children, Lawrence 
mastered the accordion as a boy and 
et 15 was playing for community dances 
and church affairs. At 2! he left the 
farm and went on the road as a soloist 
playing @ new instrument known as a 
piano-accordion. Eventually he formed 
an “orchestra” consisting of only drums 
and an accordion, and later he added 
@ piano and saxophone... His group 
played under such names as “The Hotsy 
Totsy Boys” and “The Biggest Little 
Band in America.” 

All along Welk dreamed of “a new 
hind of sweet dance music” and eventu- 
ally hit upon the idea of a tempo that 


he believed was “gay and exciting, * fairly well. There were engagements at 
beat that people can dance to, some- the Aragon Ballroom in Ocean Park, 
thing sparkling, bubbling, like cham- Calif.. and at the St. Francis Hotel ia 
pagne.”
